On Honour Roll 
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The Eaton History 


The T. Baton Co. Limited remains a 
family-owned, all-Canadian company. 
Timothy Haton, born not far from Bel- 
fast, Northern Ireland, was 35 years 
old when he opened his first dry goods 
shop in Toronto just before Christmas 
1869, The shop stood across the 
street from the present location ... 190 
Yonge Street, the heart of the City. 
It was a corner shop fronting 24 feet on 
Yonge and running back 60 feet on 
Queen, the side street. Hight years 
later, Mr. Haton added a 60 foot two- 
storey extension to the back of the 
shop. 

$100,000,000 has been spent by the 
Paton company for expansion and 
modernization over the past ten years. 
It presently operates 50 department 
stores and over 400 other retail out~- 
lets from Newfoundland to British Col- 
umbia. It operates the largest depart- 
ment store in a regional shopping 
centre in Canada at Yorkdale in North 
York, the twelfth in such new centres 
across the country. 

Timothy Haton was the youngest of 
nine children. He left school at 13 
and served a grim apprenticeship to a 
shop in the infant City of Toronto, he 
not only proclaimed a radical new 
concept in retailing — that of cash for 
merchandise at plainly marked prices 
with a money back guarantee — but 
his “square deal to everybody” includ- 
ed his personnel. He employed two 
men, a woman, and a messenger boy. 
The company presently gives perman- 
ent employment to more than 40,000 
expanding to 60,000 at Christmas time. 

In 1884 the company distributed its 
first catalogue at the Toronto Indus- 
trial Exhibition and now sends more 
than 10,000,000 copies each year 
through its mail order system to points 
as far north as Baffin Island. It main- 
tains international buying offices in 
London, Leicester, Belfast, Paris, 
Frankfurt, Florence, and New York 
and has buying agents in Montreal, Log 
Angeles, Barcelona, Hong Kong, and 
Tokyo. From these offices and other 
branches, the company keeps watch on 


the specialties of the world’s markets, 
including highest fashion from Paris, 
London and New York. Made-in-Can- 
ada merchandise, however, still con- 
stitutes 85% on dollar value of all 


merchandise sold in all Haton’s stores.

Seven million key tags 

Forty-one war amputee veterans 
who have lost one or more limbs in 
the service of their country will this 
week put the finishing touches on sey- 
en million key tage ready for mailing 
to Canadian motorists. This is a re- 
cord-breaking number of key tags. 


Last year 614 million tags were dis- 
tributed. 


The War Amps Kéy Tag Service, op- 
erated from 140 Merton Street, Toron- 
to, under the management of Al Piper, 
himself a double amputee who uses 
steel hooks instead of hands, is the 
biggest “on-your-honour” project in 
Canada. The key tags are mailed 
without payment. The recipient is in- 
vited to sénd 60 cents for a double set 
of key tags, or 35 cents for a single tag. 


“The key tags make possible the re- 
turn of lost sets of keys to their own- 
ers’, Al Piper explained. “Since we 
started this service in 1946, we have 
recovered 111,814 sets of lost kevs. 

- Last year we recovered 13,027 sets. In 
Ontario last year we recovered an ay- 
erage of 510 sets a month. One mot- 
orist lost his keys seven times, and we 
recovered them every time, simply be- 
cause our name and address were on 
the key tags, and the finders simply 
denosited the lost keys in a mail box.” 

The money raised through the sale 
of key tags is spent on services for 
needy war amputees (and laterly, civ- 
ilian amputees) through nineteen War 
Amputation Associations across Can- 
ada. Piper said that war amputees 
had rendered valuable service in help- 
ing civilian amputees back to normal 
activities.

Variety is of utmost impor- 
tance. It can be gained 
through flavour, fexture, col- 
our and shape. Flavours con- 
sist of four basic types — 
sweet, bland, strong, and sour. 
Try to include one of each in 
a meal, but remember, al- 
though more than one bland 
can be used, there should be 
only one spicy. 


Texture gives different 
mouth sensations. For in- 
stance, moistness, softness, 


dryness, crispness and chew- 
iness are some of the varying 
textures. Sauces provide mois- 
ture, crackers — dryness, and 
vegetables — crispness. Try 
using these different textured 
foods. Colour contrasts are 
easily gained and can add 
much to the atrractiveness of 
any meal. Be careful, how- 
ever. Reds and greens are 
complementary but blue-red 
and orange-reds clash. Irre- 
gular shapes which are not re- 
petitious are best for creating 
interest. Wedges, rounds, and 
strips help to provide desir- 
ed variety. Nevertheless, food 
should be in recognizable form 
unless only flavour is wanted. 

The temperature of a meal’s 
various foods is also import- 
ant. Hot things should be 


trast within a meal adds in- 
terest. Concentration and 3a- 
tiety value should be consider- 
ed, as too heavy a meal can be 
unpleasant. Balance light and 
substantial dishes in each 
meal. 

Bach season brings its own 
crop of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables.

Q. How can T wash out a 
chamois properly? 

A. A chamois should be 
washed in mild soap and luke- 
warm water, and rinsed in 
soapy water so that the soap 
residue will prevent it’s get- 
ting stiff. After washing, 
wrap the chamois in a towel 
until it’s almost dry and then 
soften it by rubbing it between 
your hands. 

Q. Is there anything I can 
do when the fabric or leather 
wears off a belt buckle? 

A. Remove all the rest of 
the covering and paint the 
framework of the buckle with 
2 harmonizing or contrasting 
fingernail. polish, Give it a 
new coat occasionally to keep 
it colourful and shining. 

Q. What can I do with a 
number of mateless stockings 
of various hue? 

A. They will achieve a 
common hue and be matched 
if boiled slowly for about 15 
minutes in enough water to 
cover.

For several years past, new 
media, teachers, preachers 
and leading statesmen in all 
ranks of life have been satur- 
ating the minds of people with 
the need for higher education. 

Higher education in Lind- 
say unfolded for the first time 
well over a century ago, prob- 
ably over 110 years ago, when 
the itinerant preacher arrived 
on horseback, when meetings 
were held in small log homes. 


Months ago, when a parti- 
tion was being removed in the 
Central Schoo] at the corner 
of Kent and Albert Streets, 


the affable caretaker Warl 
Mark came across a very 
hard piece of panel, some 


three feet long and three 
inches wide on which were 
written the date the present 
school was erected, and the 
names of the carpenters and 
the caretaker. The Central 
School was built in April, 1911 
the carpenters were John 
Flurey and A. Bowerman. The 
caretaker’s name, according 
to the board was Reeves Whis- 
kers, which might have been 
the nickname for a caretaker 
named Reeves who wore whis- 
kKers! 

Information to hand dates 
the first schoo] on the above 
property as having been built 
around 1857, and it was 
known as the Union School. 
The second public school was 
built three years later on the 
western side of the property 
(a hundred feet east of the 
present collegiate) and was 
known as the Grammar, and 
later the Union School. 

It was a remarkable buil- 
ding, with a number of inter- 
esting and at one time beauti- 
ful turrets with four large 
class rooms, It was built on 
elevated ground, the wooden 
platform along the east side 
being three feet high. At the 
north was the residence of 


remembered by many today 
as a man short of stature, with 
white hair and a kindly dis- 
position, Some of the teach- 
ers included Miss Ward, Dun- 
can McDougall, Samuel Arm- 
our, Norman Black, and the 
principal for Lindsay schools 
at the time was Gideon Brod- 
erick. 

The old Union or Grammar 
school was later occupied by 
the Manufacturing and Brass 
Metal Works, a firm which 
later on occupied a concrete 
block factony immediately to 
the west of the present Queen 
Street United Church, 

The addition to the present 
Central School was built some 
four years ago and another 
addition is to be erected in 
1966. 

It is interesting to note that 
three of the students at the 
first school on Atbert Street 
were Eustace Hopkins, Rich- 
ard Bryson and Franklin 
Crandell. 

It is understood that Vic- 
toria School in the East Ward 
is now the oldest. ‘The orig- 
inal south ward school, the 
original north ward school 
and the old Francis Street 
School have long since dis- 
appeared.

PROGRAMME CHANGES 

The entire Boy Scout pro- 
gramme in Canada will under- 
go exciting new changes in 
the next couple of years if a 
programme now being tested 
proves successful: 

Studies made over the past 
two years by a Boy Scout Sub- 
committee headed by the Rev. 
Stanley A. Smith, of Carp, On- 
tario, have resulted in a new 
programme with changes rang- 
ing from revised badges to 
modified objectives and organ- 
ization. 

The completely new pro- 
gramme has been adopted, on 
a test basis by Scout troops in 
Peterborough with spot tests 
of specific aspects also being 
conducted in widely separated 
communities throughout the 
country. 

Mr. Smith says it will be a 
full year before any significant 
evaluation of the Peterboro 
project can be made. How- 
ever, some parts of the 
scheme will be approved or 
modified a sthe tests progress 
and full approval of the pro- 
gramme, with any required 
modifications, is expected by 
the fall of 1967. Implemen- 
tation on a national basis will 
probably not be completed un- 
til mid-1968. 

Scout officials, while recog- 
nizing the outstanding achieve- 
ments of the Boy Scout pro- 
gramme in the past, feel the 
introduction of new schemes 
and objectives will give Scout- 
ing a stronger appeal in to- 
day’s space-oriented society 
and Boy Scout recruitment 
should increase considerably. 

Present recruitment is al- 
most entirely from the Wolf 
Cub section, with only about 
seventeen per cent of Boy 
Scouts coming directly off 
“the street”. 

Mr Smith says he hopes the 
new programme will increase 
this figure considerably. He 
explained that one of the limit- 
ing factors now is the present 
badge and award system which 
makes it necessary to progress

requiring every boy to start at 
the most junior level in spite 
of his age and school-grade 
level. 

“Under this new programme, 
however”, he adds, “a boy 
can come into Scouting with- 
out previous Scout training 
and start working for the same 
badges and awards as any 
other Scouts in his age group. 
Achievement badges/ are 
awarded according to age. A 
boy aged eleven, for example, 
works for green stage badges 
that will qualify him for a 
“Pioneer Award”, while the 
twelve year old works for 
bronze stage badges and a 
“Voyageur Award”, and the 
thirteen year old works for sil- 
ver stage badges and a “Path- 
finder Award”. None of the 
badges or awards are prerequi- 
sites for the others. 

Patrol structures, too, have 
been modified. Where each 
group in the present system is 
age-graded, with the oldest 
boy acting as leader and pro- 
gressively younger boys oc- 
cupying less senior positions, 
patrols under the new pro- 
gramme will be composed en- 
tirely of boys in the same gen- 
eral age ability and interest 
group. 

Leadership too, will under- 
go revision. Patral leadership, 
instead of being the responsi- 
bility of one boy, will be shar- 
ed by every member of the 
group. Adults will serve as 
counsellors and resource per- 
sons, 

Today in Peterboro, 550 
Boy Scouts in 27 troops are 
following a programme which 
may lead to the first major 
change in scouting since the 
Boy Scouts were formed 59 
years ago.

Britain to change 


to decimal system 
London (CP) — Britain will 
switch to the decimal system 
of currency in February, 1971.

Feasibility Study For Lindsay 


“T think an urban renewal 
study will be just the thing to 
kick off ‘programme progress’ 
in and for the Town of Lind- 
|say’”’ said councillor David Lo- 
gan supporting a motion that 
council approve instituting a 
feasibility study. 

Mayor John Eakins intro- 
duced the question with a re- 
port of a meeting between 
council and the planning board 
recommending that Marshal, 
Macklin, and Monahan be 
hired to conduct a feasibility 
study in the matter of urban 
renewal. 

In supporting a motion that 
the consulting firm be hired, 
Councillor Logan referred to 
a programme aimed to in- 
crease the commercial and in- 
dustrial assessment of Lindsay 
to balance with residential as- 
sessment “which is in the pro- 
cess of being finalized’’. 

“T think it is now necessary 
for this council to plan ahead 
on the next move” Mr. Logan 
continued. “We have indus- 
try in our town, our next step 
is to make the town a more 
| beautiful and attractive place 
to live, and I think urban re- 
newal is just the thing to 
achieve that goal’. Council- 
leur Arthur Truax seconded 
David Logan’s motion to pro- 
ceed with a feasibilty study. 

During discussion of the mo- 
tion, mention was made of 
certain specific areas of the 
town which needed renewal. 
It was pointed out that exces- 
sive fire risks or health haz- 
ards were considered grounds 
for demolition of buildings, 
beyond that the Town had no 
authority to act. 

Councillor Logan stated that 
under urban renewal, an offi- 
cial plan for the Town can be 
set up setting certain stan- 
dards for buildings, develop- 
ments, and park areas, and 
the town would then have 
authority to take action re- 
garding situations that fall be- 
low the standards. 

“Tt has been proven cheaper 
to redevelop areas already ser- 
viced than to extend services 
to undeveloped areas” claim- 
ed councillor Logan. He said 
under a feasibilty study and 
an urban renewal programme, 
authority would follow giving 
the power to expropriate prop- 
erties that are below standard, 
and bring specified areas up 
to standard. 

Following the passing of the 
motion, Mayor Eakins said he 
was pleased council had ap- 
proved the study. “It seems 
in the past good areas have 
had to suffer due to the lack 
of concern by some people” 
the Mayor said.

Early days 


The excitement of the early days of 
flying was vividly conveyed in the first 
of two documentary programmes 
broadcast recently in the BBC World 
Service to mark the centenary year of 
the Royal Aeronautical Society of 
Great Britain, the first society of its 
kind in the world, which was formed 
on 12 January, 1866. 


It is a far cry from this jet and as- 
tronaut age to the machines described 
by 80-year-old pre-1914 pilot Ie IEE 
Carr as being “made up of bits of 
string and wire... and capable of sixty 
miles an hour flat out.” But, he re- 
called, “we enjoyed ourselves. There 
was quite a lot of danger in it. People 
had bad accidents and were killed. Still, 
all the time pupils were coming along 
to the school and being taught to fly.” 


The school in question was Britain's 
first flying school, run by the air plo- 
neer Claude Grahame-White, who was 
building his own passenger-carrying 
aircraft at a factory at Hendon on the 
outskirts of London before the 1914 
war. As a side show attraction at 
the flying school, members of the 
public were invited to sit out on the 
wings—one each side of the pilot. At 
night meetings planes went up festoon- 
ed with flashing electric light bulbs. 
There were even some demonstrations 
of bomb dropping, but few people then 
thought a flying machine was likely to 
be of use in war! 


Tests for pilots were simpler in the 
very early days, Mr. Carr said, “The 
pilot just had to make a couple of 
landings and a circuit of the aerodrome, 
and then he got his ticket!” He him- 
self won the Michelin Trophy in 1913, 
for the first flight of 300 miles in a 
British machine piloted by a British 
aviator, and he was the first to ‘loop- 
the-loop in a British aeroplane. 

Almost twenty years before the first 
meeting of the Royal Aeronautical So- 
ciety, British inventor John Stringfel- 
low had carried out experiments dem- 
onstrating that a steam engine could 
he made to ‘fly’. But the real break- 
through came with the first controlled 
flight by a heayier-than-air machine 
when the American brothers Wright, 
who had been experimenting with 
gliders, designed a petrol engine for 
their aircraft, and in 1903, made four 
flights—the longest lasting 59 seconds. 
By 1905 they had produced an aero- 
plane that would keep flying for half an 
hour. In 1909, the French airman 
Louis Bleriot flew the English Channel. 
In 1919 Alcock and Brown achieved a 
‘first’ for Britain by making the first

of flying 


flight across the North Atlantic from 
Newfoundland to Ireland. 

But before that historic transatlan- 
tic flight, the 1914-1918 war had 
brought a tremendous impetus both to 
the demand for pilots and to aircraft 
design and production. In 1914, Brit- 
ain’s total air strength was just over 
2,000 officers and other ranks. By 
November 11, 1918, there were more 
than 80,000 officers, two-thirds of 
whom were fully trained pilots. 

The end of the Great War left an 
aircraft industry which could no long- 
er depend on the Services for orders. 
Joy riding centres were set up all over 
Britain. Firms like Vickers and Han- 
dley-Page, which had made the larger 
bombers, began to arrange long-dis- 
tance flights to show off the metal of 
their machines. June 1919 saw the 
Alcock and Brown transatlantic flight; 
in August a daily passenger service be- 
gan between London and Paris, the 
first step in the development of Brit- 
ain’s Duropean network. On the oth- 
er side of the world, the Australian 
Government offered a £10,000 prize 
for the first machine flown by Austral- 
jans to reach home from Britain in 
eighty days. On the morning of Nov- 
ember 12 Captain Ross Smith set off 
with his brother and two mechanics, 
and, taking it in short stages, reached 
Australia in four weeks—an achieve- 
ment not to be measured by the speed 
but the fact of arriving at all. Qantas, 
today one of the world’s great interna- 
tional airlines, made its beginning in 
1920 as a service for Queensland and 
the Northern Territory of Australia. 

In the broadcast Sir Alan Cobham 
recalled how between June and October 
1926 he flew some 27,000 miles from 
Britain to Australia and back in a sea- 
plane, exploring the final stages of the 
air route to Australia—a feat for 
which he was knighted. On 20 May 
1927, Charles Lindbergh made his 
memorable flight from New York to 
Paris in 37 hours. 

Soon women began to qualify as pil- 
ots, Lady Bailey, who took her certifi- 
cate when she was sixty years of age, 
flew to South Africa and back in a 
light De Havilland ‘Moth’ in 1929. The 
first solo crossing of the Atlantic by a 
woman was made by the American 
Amelia Harhart in 1932. In 1930 Bng- 
Jand’s Amy Johnson was the first 
woman to fly solo from England to 
Australia, in 1914 days. In 1934 the 
young New Zealander Jean Batten set 
up a new women’s record for the solo 
flight, and in 1936 cut the time to five 
days twenty-one hours. 


Husky Boy Soldiers 


The case of the pre-teen soldiers 
came up in the Commons this week, 
Defence Minister Paul Hellyer told a 
gaping Opposition that the soldiers en- 
rolled in the services under age. The 
Defence Minister gave the names of 
six servicemen who he said were all 
under 13 when they joined up between 
1926 and 1933. Mr. Hellyer said the 
soldiers had made statutory declara- 
tions to this effect. The question 
came up during debate on the defence 
estimates as a result of Auditor-Gen- 
eral Maxwell Henderson’s recent re- 
port. 


R. G. L. Fairweather, P.C. for Royal,

If you're 
a newcomer to snowmobiling, just ask 
your local dealer for assistance. 

Learn as much as you can about the 
area. The conservation department 
can supply maps, advise about winter- 
time facilities and also explain local 
regulations governing the use of snow- 
mobiles. 

If there will be several newcomers 
on the cruise, it’s probably best to start 
the season with a short trip, say 50 
miles round trip. You can start out 
early, enjoy side-trips and picture tak- 
ing, stop for trail lunch, and still be 
home before dark. Don’t underesti- 


mate the time the cruise will tale. 
Although most snowmobiles will travel 
25 or 30 miles an hour, it’s difficult to 


keep up this pace on the trail, You ean 
figure an average speed a ahont 16 to 
#9 miles per hour. 

After you've decided bow lony the 


cruise will be, map out the course. If 
shelters or other *ucilities are located 
along the route, you might want to 
mark those as well. Avoid travelling 
over privately-owned lands, unless you 
have prior written permission. Most 
land owners, when asked in advance, 
will be more than happy to allow you 
to cross. In fact, if they own snow- 
mobiles, they usually want to join in on 
the eruise, 

If you're planning a long trip. or 
going to an area that's new to most 
drivers, you might want to do a little 
advance scouting. Go out a week or 
two before the actual cruise. Look 
for a good re-fueling point and possible 
shelter areas. If the trail crosses 
frozen lakes, find out if there are 
“spring holes” where a fast current 
prevents a solid build-up of ice. The 
local game warden can usually answer 
this type of question.

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Is there a famine in India? 


Famine warnings have been coming 
out of India for weeks. A distinguish- 
ed American population expert, Roger 


~ Revelle, warned a Congressional Com- 


mittee recently that millions would al- 
most certainly die this winter, no mat- 
ter what measures were taken. Pres- 
ident Johnson was on the point of call- 
ing a world conference in mid-February 
to concert plans for helping India, 
U.S. and British experts had gone out 
to India to see how much grain the 
ports and railways could handle. 

Now the Indian Minister of Food, 
Subramaniam, who gave the warning, 
has said in a speech in Madras that no 
one would die of starvation in India 
this year, and accused the foreign press 
of “scare-mongering”. 

If this right-about-face, was made 
to spare the Indian Government from 
criticism, it must rank as one of the 
most irresponsible performances of our 
time. According to the London “Hc- 
onomist”, India, in which tens of mil- 
lions of people are always hungry, is 
short this year, due to the prolonged 
drought, between one-sixths and one 
fourth of its food needs. If this is so, 
Many are going to die. 

Yields Only One-Quarter of Japan’s 

The background of this situation is 
given in authoritative articles on 
“Science and the Indian Peasant” and 
“India’s Population Problem” included 
in a new publication of the United Na- 
tions Association in Canada, “The Dil- 
emmas of Development”. 


Shri A. D. Pandit of the Department of 
of Agriculture in New Delhi concedes 
that “the figures for yields of wheat 
and rice during the last 50 years show 
that Indian agriculture has been static 
during this period; yields of the prin- 
cipal crops have, in fact, gone down.. 
through the extension of cultivation to 
marginal lands’’. 

Yields in India according to the Lon- 
don Economist, are only half as much 
per acre as in China and one-quarter 
as much asin Japan. Shri Pandit 
finds that the main reason for the fail- 
ure to apply new scientific methods in 
India is that the urban educated class- 
es look down on agriculture and the 
poor, illiterate peasants, and farm ex- 
tension services have a low prestige. 

Like Running up the “Down” 
Escalator 

Meantime, with the death rate re- 
duced by public health measures from 
40 per thousand in the 1920’s to 16 per 
thousand today, and the birthrate 
standing at 39 per thousand, India’s 
population is growing by 12 million a 
year. The Executive Director of the 
World Bank for India, K. S. Sundara 
Rajan, says that to attempt economic 
development in these conditions is like 
“running up the Down escalator’. 

After three five-year development 
programs and billions in foreign aid, 
which have raised the national income 
by 68%, the per capita income has only 
been raised 25%, and stands today at 
$80 per year or $1.50 per week. 


Non-elective Boards 


Recently Ontario’s one man Com- 
missioner on Civil Rights, James C. 
McCruer, made it clear that he is tak- 
ing a searching look at whether the 
wide powers held by non-elective goy- 
ernment boards and commissions 
should be curtailed. 

The former mayor of Ottawa, Char- 
lotte Whitton says something is wrong 
with democracy at the local level in 
Ontario. She says that all the pith 
and strength have gone out of munici- 
pal government. 

It is a fact that today much of the 
government of local communities is 
subject to the over-riding authority of 
the Ontario Municipal Board, the 
health board and other boards and 
commissions. 


There is no need for drastic changes 
in the structure of municipal govern- 
ments, and should regional units be 
formed County councils can well pro- 
vide the basic framework for areas 
where regional units might be more 
useful. 

The municipal structure does need a 
little reinforcing at points of stress, 
and we would welcome a look into the 
powers held by non-elective boards and 
commissions to see if they should be 
curtailed, 

For instance Commissions that issue 
licenses should not haye a final decis- 
ion in the matter. Citizens should 
have the right to appeal to the courts 
from the decisions of any licensing 
group. 


New kiln speeds pottery production 


A technique that speeds up the pro- 
duction of pottery has been developed 
by the British firm of Shelley Plectric 
Furnaces. Reporting in BBC World Ser- 
vice ‘New Ideas’ programme, Brian 
Sharpe explained that nowadays most 
pottery cups and saucers were produced 
by automatic machines that turned 
them out at the rate that was held back 
by only one bottle-neck in the produc- 
tion line—the need to stack the ware 
to be fired in the kilns, an operation 
which takes considerable time. 

“By using a cushion of air to float 
the lines of unfired pottery in a new 
type of tunnel kiln, Shelley Wlectric 
Furnaces Limited have developed a 
new method of firing which enables 
the whole operation to be reduced 
from the usual eighteen to twenty 


hours to about three-quartérs of an 
hour. 

“Named the Hover Kiln, it is design- 
ed to become part of a factory’s pro- 
duction line so that the whole opera- 
tion of making domestic pottery can 
become a completely automatic one 
by cutting out the need for stacking. 
Italy, Germany and the United States 
have been experimenting in the same 
field but, whilst a’ theoretical paper on 
the subject was being published in the 
United States, patents were being 
lodged for Britain and abroad by 
Shelley Electric Furnaces. 

“At the moment the original proto- 
type is in a closely guarded part of 
the firm’s factory. But soon a full 
scale production kiln will be ready for 
experimental use by the industry and 
potential customers.”

WITH CHEESE 
34 cup Miracle French

Q. How can I separate a 
number of postage stamps that 
have become stuck together? 
A. Don’t soak them, In- 
stead, lay a thin paper over 
them and run a moderately hot 
iron over the paper. They will 
come apart easily, and the glue 
on the stamps will still be us- 
able. 

Q How can I remove stains 
and scuff marks from plastic 
utensils? 

A. Often effective is a gen- 
tle rubbing with a bit of tooth- 
paste on a soft cloth. 

Q. Please suggest a few tips 
on the successful making of 
gravy. 

A. If your gravy is lumpy, 
beat it with an eggbeater until 
the lumps disappear. If your 
gravy does not brown as you 
would like it, add a tablespoon 
of strong coffee to it. And the 
addition of tablespoon of 
cream to brown gravy gives it 
a delicious flavour, too. 

Q. How can I make steps 
on my stepladder slip-proof, 
thus reducing the possibilty of 
accidents? 

A. Apply a fresh coat of var- 
nish to the steps and while it 
is still tacky, sprinkle coarse 
sawdust over the steps. This 
will give you the non-slip 
traction you are seeking. 

Q. How can I promote long- 
er life in my candles? 

A. Give them a coat of shel- 
lac. This tends to retain the

A quick call to Mr. Roy Nev- 
ille, genial principal of Cen- 
tral Senior School, brought 
the desired results and I 
found myself being introduc- 
ed to little Barbara. 


turned out to be a very nor- 
mal grade eight student at the 
school. When I arrived we 
were ushered into a small of- 
fice where we were able to 
talk about the things that 
made Barbara Johnston want 
to make her mark on the world 
of journalism.

When Barbara first arrived 
at Central Senior Schoo] al- 
most two years ago she he- 
came Literary Editor of the 
Press Club column in “The 
Post”. This gave her a chance 
to display her journalistic tal- 
ents and it was not long he- 
fore they were recognized by 
her teachers. It seemed only 
natural that she should be- 
come editor of the Press Club 
and the Year Book in her final 
year at the school.

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: After 
2 years of good health and a 
appy, active business and 
cial life, my father suffered 

stroke and that temporarily 
aralyzed him completely. 
However, he made a fantastic 
ecovery, and in six months 
me one could hardly tell it 
ad ever occurred. Dad re- 
arned to a normal and cheer- 
al life, andy are sure his op- 
‘istic attitude contributed 
na major way to his recovery. 

All his life he has been 
uiet, gentle, patient, loving, 
‘enerous and wise. His friends 
rom all walks of life, are 
countless, and he maintained 
in important, well-paid execu- 
ive position in a large firm, 
[his lasted almost three years. 

But this year he suffered 
massive clotting in the aorta, 
sortie aneunysm, and clotting 
n the arteries and veins of 
nis legs. He has had four ma- 
jor surgeries, including an 
aortic graft, ligation of the 
yena cava, arterial bypasses 
and finally, amputation of one 
leg. 

Our problem is that Dad 
seems to have given up all his 
spunk and optimism and fight. 
He lies in bed 24 hours a day, 
either staring at the ceiling or 
sleeping. He refuses to read, 
listen to the radio or use any 
pleasant diversion. He does 
not seem interested in hearing 
news from home or news of 
the world.

J think too many fa- 
mily members forget what the 
patient has gone through, and 
become hurt and nonplused 
when a patient’s character goes 
into reverse: from good to bad. 

The most difficult part of 
being a bystander to incurable 
illness in one close to us, is 
to be a daily witness to steady 
degeneration without being 
able to help. That is why so 
many people say, “When I 
go, I want to go fast. Not only 
for my own sake, but so my 
family won’t have to suffer.”

Don’t buy one unless you’ve 
talked it over. Your doctor 
will tell you how to use it and 
when. Under such conditions, 
I see no reason why you 
shouldn’t have a sun lamp.

KILLING WAR 
WE MUST WIN 

Americans at last seem to be 
aware of the devastating war 
they’ve had on their own door- 
step all these years, 

For the past month or two I 
have been reading editorials 
on the need for government 
intervention to lessen death 
and destruction on our high- 
ways. For example, the begin- 
ning of the lead editorial of 
one newspaper: 

“Americans. concern them- 
selves every day with the pro- 
gress of an undeclared, expen- 
sive and often fatal war in 
Viet Nam. But, for the most 
part, the average citizen 
seems to care not that 1,000 


of his fellow men die every 
week in accidents on the na- 
tion’s highways. ‘After Viet 
Nam,’ says President Johnson, 
‘this is the gravest problem be- 
fore the nation’.” 

This awakening on a nation- 
al scale is especially gratify- 
ing to me. Readers of the 
column may recall that I have 
been fighting; for years to a- 
rouse the populace against the 
enemy within: the automobile. 
Until now, it has seemed a 
fruitless and completely frus- 
trating battle. 


Now I see signs of a turn to- 
wards victory. But it will only 
come, as I have been saying 
for over 15 years, when the na- 
tional government takes over, 
as if it were fighting a major 
war. Forgive me if I quote 
from my columns of the past 
years. You will understand

why Iam so encouraged by the 
apparent surge in interest to 
neutralize needless deaths on 
the highways’. 

Over 15 years ago I wrote a 
special article for the Hartford 
Courant called: “Hot War: 
Auto Accidents’. Some ex- 
cerpts: “As a doctor, I consider 
auto accidents our most flag- 
grant and fearless enemies. 
We fight disease, but stupidly 
accept accidents as  inevi- 
table”. 

‘We get all ‘het up’ about 
world conflict, yet we read in 
the newspapers about need- 
less accidental injuries and 
deaths as if we were casually 
examining a weather report. 
We accept accidental annihila- 
tion (of the other fellow) with 
surprising equanimity. 


ALWAYS AROUND 
THE CORNER 


“Not until an accident hits 
home do we awaken to the 
frightful price Americans pay 
every day in mangled and dead 
bodies . . . Wars come and go 
but auto accidents are always 
around the corner... . Under 
present conditions, every time 
you climb into a car there are 
shortening odds that you may 
have to be carried out of it 
on a stretcher. 

“There are two ways to lick 
the problem: First, recognize 
your own physical and emo- 
tional limitations so you can 
better combat any tendency to- 
ward auto accidents. Second, 
shout-and keep shouting— for 
a national referendum which 
requires all states to keep ex-

CARRY ENTHUSIASM OF YOUTH INTO

‘Kenya is more restrained, showing 
cattle ranching, wood carving, heavy 
industry represented by a rivetter, and 
I liked the one showing Mr. Kenyatta 
facing Mount Kenya. Among the 
stamps of Malawi there is a charming 
picture of a young African mother and 
her child. Ceylon: again restraint and 
some with a nice old-fashioned air: tea 
planting, ancient stone carvings, a 
bright peacock. 

“The smallest territory of all had 
quite a problem thinking what to do on 
its stamps. It has no airport, no sultan 
or president or ancient monument, no 
wild animals, no flowers, no birds: and 
yet it had one of the nicest sets in the 
Whole album: it was Tristan da Cunha.

NO HEADLIGHTS ON 
DRIVER FINED FOR C 


Driving a car west on Kent 
Street west without headlights 
at seven p.m. January 7th, 
during a snow storm, and 
striking another car was ruled 
to be careless driving by Mag- 
istrate Jan Munro Wednesday. 

Clare Everson, of RR2, Oak- 
wood, was charged with care- 
less driving following a two 
car collision at the intersection 
of Kent Street west and Vic- 
toria Avenue about seven 
p.m. January 7, 1966, and was 
convicted by Magistrate Ian 
Munro and fined $50 and 
costs in Lindsay police court 
Wednesday. 

Norman Burns, co-proprietor 
of Burns Auto Body on George 
Street, told the court he was 
proceeding home from work 
and had stopped on Victoria 
Avenue south at Kent Street 
waiting for traffic to clear. 
Mr. Burns said he proceeded 
to cross Kent Street on the 
east side of Victoria Avenue 
when traffic had cleared, and 
as his vehicle neared the north 
side of Kent Street, it was 
struck on the right side by a 
vehicle, east bound on Kent 
Street. He said it was snowy 
and blustery at the time but 
he did not ‘see lights of any 
approaching vehicle as he look- 
ed both east and west when 
crossing Kent Street. 

Norman Burns identiifed 
the accused as the person who 
stated that he was the driver 
of the westbound car, and 
asked if much damage was 
done. 


On cross-examination Nor- 
man Burns said he was sure 
the lights of the west bound 
vehicle were not on before the 
accident. He said they were 
on when he got out of his car 
and talked with the accused. 
Norman Burns said damage to 
his car amounted to over 
$300. 

John Luchies, of Lindsay, 
told the court he was parked 
on the west side of Victoria 
Avenue at Kent Street facing 
south waiting for traffic to 
clear when the accident occur- 
red. He said he*observed the 
west bound car approach the 
intersection for about half a 
block, and the headlights were 
not turned on. He said he ob- 
served the collision. He said 
the Burns vehicle just missed 
the front of his car as it spun 
around after the collision, He 
said he pulled his lights off 
and on twice as a signal to the 
driver of the west bound car 
to turn on his lights. 

Mrs. Eleanor Houghton said 
her car was stopped at the 
Kent Street intersection on 
the west side of Victoria Ave., 
behind John Luchies’ car and 
she saw the west bound car 
approaching the scene of the 
accident and the headlights 
were not on. 

Miss Bernice Houghton,, a 
passenger in the car driven by 
Mrs. Eleanor Houghton, said 
the first she saw of the acci- 
dent was when she saw the 
back end of the Burns car 
“coming at us”. She said she 
heard Mrs. Houghton remark 
that the westbound car did not 
have its lights on. Bernice 
Houghton said she saw a wo- 
man “go over and turn on the 
lights” on the westbound car 
after the accident.

Magistrate Munro ruled that 
Mr. Burns was observing the 
law and had entered from an- 
other intersection with cau- 
tion. He said a vehicle ap- 
proaching from another direc- 
tion must yield the way to ve- 
hicles in the intersection, and 
registered a conviction. Costs 
amounted to $39.00.

for you. Then, if you decided 
it was as fascinating as most 
people do, you can replace the 
used materials with larger 
amounts, and can add to your 
equipment as you need it. If, 
on the other hand, you feel 
disinclined to go on with it, 
the experiment has cost very 
little. 


Now, as to the room in which 
to work. For developing 
films, if you have a tank, as 
you should have, the only op- 
eration that must be carried 
out in total darkness is load- 
ing the film on to the spiral, 
and placing it into the tank. 
From there on, everything is 
done in ordinary room light. 
In this case a clothes closet 
would suffice, provided that 
all light could be excluded, as 
also would a broom closet if 
you could get into it. 


For printing, though, more 
room is needed, as there must 
not only be room for all the 
equipment, such as processing 
trays, printing unit (whether 
contact or projector), paper 
and negative bench, but also 
room to move around. A bath- 
room seems to be the most 
favoured place, possibly he- 
cause there is water there, and 
usually a small window that is 
easily covered. A wooden top 
for the bath tub suffices as a 
work bench. However, it must 
be remembered that it IS a 
bath room, and it may be in 


evenings printing. 


The kitchen is another fairly 
popular place, and offers ad- 
vantages over the bath room. 
There is generally more room 
in the kitchen, so it is easier to 
work in, and the table and 
benches already there save 
making the top for the bath 
tub. However, precautions 
must be taken to ensure that 
all food is put out of range of 


food department. The bench- 
es should be covered 
several thicknesses of news- 
papers around the working 
area, and the floor should al- 
so be covered. Even with 
very careful attention to not 
splashing chemicals around, 
there is always the chance 
that some drops of developer 
or fix will find their way to 
the protecting papers. 

One big disadvantage of using 
either of these two rooms, is 
the necessary removing of the 
photographic gear, gathering 
up the papers, wiping the 
benches down, and returning 
the normal fyrnishings to their 
normal places. 


It is much better if a space 
can be found where the set up 
can be left ready for next ses- 
sion of printing. In most 
houses a spot in the basement 
could probably be taken for 
{his purpose, If a corner can 
be used, it will save work in 
the building of the walls, be- 
cause the two outside walls 
are already there, and you 
need only two more.

There is no evidence of bru- 
tality or mistreatment of resi- 
dents at the County Home said 
County Judge H. E. Richard-| 
son in his report of an inquiry 
he conducted into conditions 
at the Home. 

In his report, delivered to 
the County Warden, George 
Finney, Judge Richardson de- 
scribed relationship between 
the residents and present staff 
as beyond reproach, including 
in the observation superinten- 
dent, and matron, Mr. and 
Mrs, Laughie Keeler. 

The judicial enquiry was 
requested by Victoria County 
Council after a Lindsay resi- 
dent, James Growden, 61, re- 
ported seeing incidents of mis- 
treatment of residents of the 
home, while visiting his 64 
year old brother Fred Grow- 
den, a patient in the special 
care section. 

Judge Richardson reported 
that 52 witnesses were heard 
in open court during the five 
day enquiry, and an addition- 
al 45 persons were interviewed 
during visits to the home on 
January 29 and 30, and Feb- 
ruary 5th and 6th. 

In the charges reported by 
James Growden to the Home 
Management Committee prior 
to the hearing, mistreatment 
by two orderlies, Mel Morton 
and Robert “Scotty” Park was 
alleged to haye occurred, In 
4xis report Judge Richardson 
stated that while Morton and 
Park may have been less than 
perfect, both were efficient, 
the only fault found, particu- 
larly in Park, was impatience,

“Tm 20 years 3,400,000 acres 

of land will be taken out of 
agricultural use in Ontario for 
urban expansion,” predicted 
the assistant director for 
AR.D.A. in Ontario, William 
Montcalm, at a meeting of the 
Victoria County A.R.D.A. com- 
mittees at the Ontario Gov- 
ernment Building last night. 
“Tf population expansion con- 
finues as it has in the past” 
the assistant director contin- 
ued, “all abandoned farm land 
will be needed for produc- 
tion.” 


Mr. Montcalm attended the 
combined meeting on land use 
and water conservation to 
outline plans of the Agricul- 
tural Rehabilitation and De- 
velopment Association to assist 
in the renewal of the use of 
abandoned farm Jand. He said 
the Association was interested 
in purchasing abandoned and 
marginal farm land that was 
already for sale, assisting in 
cultivating and re-seeding the 
land and renting if to the orig- 
inal owner or a young farmer 
on a five year lease with the 
option of buying. 


The A.R.D.A, representative 
pointed out that the land must 
be available at a nominal price 
and the Association did not 
want to cause inflation of farm 
values. He said the govern- 
ment would only be interested 
in farm land available at $100 
per acre or less. 


Mr. Montcalm told his au- 
dience the Department of 
Lands and Forests will look 
over 159,000 acres of land in 
central and eastern Ontario 
that can be purchased for se- 
ven or eight dollars an acre. 
He said concerning land pur- 
chased for reforestation, a 
lump sum in lieu of taxes pos- 
sibly should be made to the 
municipality. He said the go- 
vernments paid 75 percent of 
the purchase price of land for 
reforestation, and the munici- 
palities paid the remainder.

Mariposa council member 
and Valentia merchant, Jack 
Coulson, said he would like 
to see farm land kept for that 
purpose and not sold to spec- 
ulators, although he admitted 
this objective would be hard 
to achieve. 

Water conservation chair- 
man Walter Bagshaw said 
the idea was all right but did 
not get at the cause. “If the 
price (of farm produce) is 
right, the land will be used” 
he commented. 

Cambray area farmer Art 
Shier noted that in most 
cases these abandoned farms 
are all right and should be 
worked. He said the small 
farmer on 100 to 150 acre 
farms found the going pretty 
tough. “We need some type of 
subsidy to keep the small 
farmer going” he suggested. 

Victoria County A.R.D.A. 
committee chairman Clare 
Curtin felt that land must be 
Made available without the 
capital outlay for the expan- 
sion of small operators. He 
said in many cases an oper- 
ator ona 100 acre farm would 
have of necessity sufficient 
equipment to handle possibly 
250 acres but would not have 
the financial security to pur- 
chase the extra land. 

“You cannot subsidize in- 
efficiency” remarked Mr. 
Curtin. In effect, he said, the 
A.R.D.A. plan was not a sub- 
sidy, It was an investment by 
the government and the com- 
munity. “It is a blend of a 
solution of a social and econ- 
omic problem” the county 
chairman said. 

Lindsay council member 
David Logan when asked for 
his comment, noted that the 
important factor of legisla- 
tion is to benefit people as a 
whole, “This is basically the 
purpose of this legislation” 
he said. Mr. Logan said he 
had hoped for large block 
development, but Mr, Mont- 
calm said the Association 
would only be Interested in 
land already offered for sale. 
He said the Association 
would not expropriate, 

The Land Use Committee 
voted unanimously in support 
of Mr. Montcalm’s recom- 
mendation, and indicated 
plans to implement the pro- 
ject.

Morton and Park commended 
both in their treatment of re- 
sidents and assistance render- 
ed when required, 

Judge Richardson reported 
that he had determined that 
no wrongful situation has ex- 
isted or does exist in the care 


the exception of the incident 
reported by Mrs. Rose Aldrich 
as a result of which the Nurses’ 
Aid responsible was discharg- 
ed by the then superintendent 
R. Cross. The report indicates 
that no resident or residents 
have in any way been abused 
or ill treated by a member of 
the staff, save as aforesaid, and 
the person referred to in the 
exception was discharged. 
Judge Richardson said he 
felt obligated to make the fol- 
lowing recommendations, al- 
though they may be outside the 
terms of reference. 
Judge Richardson recom- 
mended that safety glass be 
installed throughout the spe- 
cial care wings. That safety 
glass windows or ports be in- 
stalled in all fire doors leading 
to the special care wings. That 
James Growden be permitted 
to visit his brother or any other 
person, only in the first floor 
visiting lounge, and then only 
in the presence of his nephew, 
Robert Growden, or his niece 
Mrs. Laidley. 
Judge Richardson reported 
that Mr. Growden was of the 
opinion that all residents of 
the Special Care Wing were 
normal mentally.

Lindsay’s VON nurse, Ruth 
Sales told the meeting Cana- 
dians were lucky to have the 
VON because if it were not in 
existence it would have to be 
formed now.

VON, E. Catharine Meddaford, 
said the VON had a great part 
to play in the health complex 
of service. She said the VON, 
established in 1897, had 100 
branches and the organization 
was formed because there was 
an expressed need for the type 
of service it offers. Unlike 
other organizations, she said, it 
was first formed on the na- 
tional level and then spread to 
the municipal level.

URGE EXPANSION 

Although the VON in Lind- 
say appeared to be on the 
verge of folding, both Miss 
Meddaford and Archdeacon 
Cleverdon recommended ex- 
pansion of the service in the 
Lindsay area. 


Miss Meddaford, said the 
service which now includes 
Lindsay and Ops Township 
should be expanded to meet 
the needs of people in other 
townships around Lindsay. 
She said other areas should be 
examined to see if they need 
the service and the board 
should use its initiative to put 
the service in other areas 
where needed.

On The Main Street 


In the rapidly revolving cy- 
cle of time there are a number 
of residents of Emily Town- 
ship who proudly trace their 
ancestry back through four 
generations. 

Victor Callaghan is one of 
these gentlemen. He and his 
sister reside on the same one 
hundred acre farm on which 


his great-grandfather, _his 
grandfather, and his father 
toiled and hewed and eked 


out a good living. The original 
log house, long ago covered 
with clap-board, on lot 7, con- 
cession 7, has withstood the 
test of time and is one of the 
fine comfortable homes in the 
old Township of Emily, lo- 
cated on a stretch of highway 
between Omemee and Dow- 
neyville. 

The four generations of 
Callaghans were named Pat- 
rick, his son was called Mi- 
chael, the latter’s son was 
named Patrick, followed by 
Vincent. 

Just a year ago, Mr. Vince, 
Callaghan disposed of a fine 
old log barn to a cottager on 
the lake, who used the logs in 
the construction of a large 
dock or wharf. 

Except for three years spent 
in the Canadian Army, with 
the 109th. Battalion in Eng- 
land and France, Vine Cal- 
laghan has been a real home- 
bird. He came out of the 
first World War with a few 
scratches, but as he remarked, 
“They are nothing compared 
to the scratching I had to do 
after the war, when I bought 
stock at a high price and was 
forced to sell on a sliding 
down market. However, there 
is a lot of personal satisfaction 


in knowing that I stuck to the 
farm and it is still in the 
hands of the Callaghans.” 

Great grandfather Callaghan 
Was one of several hundred 
sons of Ireland who embarked 
from Malone in the County of 
Cork, and sailed across the 
ocean in 1825 as part of the 
Peter Robinson Immigration 
when over 2,000 Irish people 
were practically driven from 
their native shore by depriv- 
ation and destitution. Several 
boat loads of immigrants 
spent thirty days on the ocean 
— along and perilous trip 
which was accomplished after 
many hardships. It is report- 
ed that as many as 11 people 
on a boat, mostly children, 
died almost daily of dysentry, 
gout, and other ailments, 

Great grandfather Callaghan 
arrived at the port of Quebec 
and finally, after many days, 
reached Kingston, and later 
reached Port Hope. 

Mr. Callaghan recalled his- 
torical facts regarding the ex- 
pedition. For instance, the 
Peter Robinson Immigration 
transported hundreds of Pro- 
testant Irish families to the 
north side of Emily Township; 
some ten miles from Cavan. 
Another few hundred Irish 
Catholic families settled in the 
northern part of Emily, north 
of Omemee and around Dow- 
neyville which place at the 
time was not called Downey- 
ville. 

The immigrants travelled 
up and down hill and dale 
jfrom Port Hope to Emily. 
They had been granted Crown 
Lands free, but a certain 
amount of clearing and build-

British government gave the 
immigrants a start by furnish- 
ing an ox, some food, clothing, 


cooking vessels, an axe, a 
hammer, nails, and some 
flour. From there on the 


Callaghans and others had to 
work almost day and night to 
clear land for their cabins, 
barns and for tilling. 

The death of great grand- 
father Patrick Callaghan was 
shocking and tragic. He is 
reported to have been serious- 
ly hurt when a huge boulder 
he was burying in a hole in 
the ground rolled, pinning 
this pioneer farmer. Patrick 
Callaghan never fully recover- 
ed from this accident. 

“To-day we do not know 
what real hardships are,”’ said 
Vine Callaghan as he recalled 
the stories told by his grand- 
father and father. “To-day, 
farmers in Emily Township 
are almost plagued by deer. 

“The deer roam all over the 
farm and I think it would be 
well to have a short open sea- 
son for deer in Emily. In 
pioneer days however accord- 
ing to what I was told, farmers 
and their families had to con- 
tend with wolves and bears, 
but the hardest task was in 
clearing the farm.” 

HUGE STONES 

According to our narrator, 
the fields were literally cover- 
ed with stones and rocks. The 
stones were too big to be 
hauled away to a fence corner, 
and a farmer had to dig large 
holes and tumble the large 
stones into these holes. 

The name Downey was and 
still is one of the best known 
in the township, 


“THE POST”, 


and this sf and were at one time 
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the village Downeyville, 4 
name which has a delightful 
ring and can well be remem- 
bered. In this connection it 
is equally interesting to note 
that the first white child born 
in the settlement was Kather- 
ine Downey, grandmother of 


Vincent Callaghan, 

Vine Callaghan is quite 
proud of his ancestry. He is 
a bachelor, one who keeps 


abreast of the times and takes 
an interest in community 
affairs, He was a member of 
township council for a num- 
ber of years and was happy 
in mentioning some of the en- 
thusiastie municipal  politi- 
cians of the township, his per- 
sonal friends, 

These included Wesley Wil- 
son, William Patrick, Peter 
Perdue, Lloyd Ashmore, and 
the present reeve — Alvin 
Franks, and deputy-reeve — 
Edward Lowes. 

As a boy Vinc. Callaghan 
attended the old Orange 
school, which is now vacant. 
“Tt is different today. As lads 
we had to tramp through snow 
up to our knees, and walk 
miles. --- today the old school 
is closed and boys and girls 
hop into heated buses right at 
their gate.” 

Reviewing former school 
teachers, Mr. Callaghan re- 
membered in particular the 
teaching days of Dr. Earle. 

It is interesting to note that 
Maxine McSweyn of California 
who rewnews acquaintances 
in this area every summer is 
a relative of Mr. Callaghan. 
He recalled that Miss Mc- 
Sweyn’s mother was a Clunan, 
and that once the Clunans 
ran the Central Hotel on Wil- 
liam Street South. 

Before becoming an hotel- 
keeper, Clunan was a member 
of the Lindsay police force 
and was in some way connect- 
ed with the early experiences 
of the Salvation Army in Lind- 
say, when the Army was not 
allowed to hold open air ser-

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It appears likely that the missing 
nuclear device, still the object of an 
intensive search by 20 U.S. Navy 
ships off the coast of Spain will stay 
lost. The missing bomb is pos- 
sibly sunk in the muck of the Medi- 
terranean, perhaps 1,000 feet deep. 
Radioactive-gauging devices can only 
penetrate a few inches into the mud. 

The bomb was lost after a B-52 col- 
lided with a tanker plane during re- 
fuelling and plummeted to the earth 
in a rain of flaming fuel and four H- 
bombs, near the village of Palomares, 
Spain. 

H-bombs have been lost before, One 
is believed to be buried in North Caro- 
lina where a bomber crashed in 1961 
and others are reported to have been 
jettisoned or lost at sea. Fortunately 
the advanced safety devices have pre- 
vented a nuclear explosion. A story in 
the Toronto Telegram this week report- 
ed that an examination of a nuclear 
device jettisoned in North Carolina in 
1961 showed 4 or 5 switches thrown 
during the mishap and the one remain- 
ing switch had prevented a possible 
explosion. The incident gave new

impetus to safety research. 

Unarmed Nuclear bombs have blown 
apart following crashes by their con- 
ventional explosive charges and some 
plutonium and uranium has been scat- 
tered by the crash. 

What of the future? Will bombs 
jettisoned in the sea eventually erode 
and contaminate water? Will other 
nations developing nuclear bombs in- 
sist on as many safety features as the 
U.S.?2 Willa jettisoned bomb or device 
in a crashed airplane explode through 
a mechanical failure one day. 

Around the clock, around the world 
bombers of the U. &. Strategic Air 
Command fly carrying nuclear 
weapons and planes of the Soviet Un- 
ion are doing the’same thing. It is 
likely that some hundreds of nuclear 
devices are being transported around 
the globe at any given time, 

The danger of an accidental explos- 
jon may be negligible but it does exist. 
Byen without the horror of a war, this 
globe may yet see vast nuclear deyas- 
tation somewhere. 

Perhaps such an accident, terrible as 
it would be, would serve as a grim les- 
son to the nations of this earth. 


A Tale of the Times 


A short story released five years ago 
came to light recently in a old news- 
paper clipping. 

A man known to the Ontario Safety 
League recently crushed out a life on a 
suburban street. He was driving 
home from work on a bright day and 
along the way, children were playing 
on the sidewalks. The road was wide 
and there was little traffic. 

Suddenly a small figure darted out, 
in an unthinking hopeless attempt to 
cross ahead of the moving car. The 
driver was travelling within the 30 


miles per hour speed limit, but his foot 
had not reached the brake before he 
felt the thump of his wheel passing 
over the little body. 

The rear-view mirror showed the 
body on the road, lying motionless and 
twisted. The driver suppressed his 
first instinct to stop and go back to the 
victim. He drove on slowly, with 
sweating palms and a sick feeling in- 
side. 

It was a squirrel that had run out 
to its death under his wheels .. . but 
it might easily have been a child.

Crosswalk Safety 


Some thought should be given to 
the creation of crosswalks in various 
parts of downtown Lindsay. For in- 
stance, a pedestrian crosswalk should 
be provided on Kent Street close to the 
Loblaw’s store where traffic is heavy, 
another should be provided on Kent 
Street near the Dominion Store. 

Undoubtedly the best type of cross- 
walk, particularly up near the Loblaw 
store would be the traffic signal type 
operated by the pedestrian. With this 
type of signal, a person wishing to 
cross the road presses a button and 
then crosses on a green signal. The 
mechanism is so arranged that a cer- 
tain amount of time must elapse before 
the signal can be activated again.

In Japan some crosswalk areas have 
receptacles containing flags. Instead 
of a pedestrian “pointing their way to 
safety” with an outstretched hand, a 
flag is held up and carried across the 
road to the other side as soon as the 
traffic stops, and is deposited in a con- 
tainer for future use. These flags are 
easier to see than a pointing hand. 

The matter of crosswalks in busy 
sections of Lindsay might well be given 
consideration.

it carefully, from the screen. 
you have your sheet of paper. 

Take it back indoors and put the 
sheet on an ironing board. Pass a 
warm iron back and forth across the 
sheet. Do this many times, first one 
side and then the other. This dries 
and polishes the sheet. This recipe 
makes about one square foot of lumpy, 
dun-coloured paper. 

If you happen to have a paper mill 
handy, you will need the following for 
each ton of newsprint you want to 
make: 0.9 cords of pulpwood (peeled); 
60 pounds of limestone; 49 pounds of 
sulphur; 20 pounds of alum; and a 
pinch of blue dye.

Loose Hinge Screws 

Hinge screws on a door that 
have become loosened may be 
tightened effectively by wrap- 
ping them with several layers 
of cellophane tape.

Dented Rugs 

If areas of rugs have been 
flattened where heavy furni- 
ture has rested, you can usu- 
ally restore it to normal with 
a steam iron.

Damaged Wall Paper

During the recent blackout, 
which affected large parts of 
the North-Eastern United 
States and Southern Ontario, 
millions of people were faced 
in one way or another by an 
emergency situation “that 
could not happen’. Fortun- 
ately, in Ontario the power 
was restored in a matter of a 
few hours and people gener- 
ally accepted the inconven- 
ience philosophically, with 
good humour and common 
sense. The blackout was the 
main topic of conversation 
next day and for about a week 
or two after. Then, inevitably. 
it was pushed into the back- 
ground of attention and inter- 
est. 

For those charged with the 
responsibilities of planning 
for emergencies, however, the 
end of the blackout was only 
a beginning: a time for a new 
look at the existing plans and 
procedures, methods of oper- 
ation, the reliabilify and avail- 
ability of equipment, etc., to 
see where things worked well 
and where they worked poor- 
ly. It was a realistic exercise 
of parts of the Emergency 
Measures Governmental Plans 
and Operations, primarily at 
the municipal level but also 
at the provincial level. 

In the affected municipali- 
ties, Emergency Measures Co- 
ordinators sprang into action 
to advise and assist their mu- 
nicipal governments in imple- 
menting emergency plans and 
to co-ordinate where neces- 
sary the work of the municipal 
services involved. Assistance 
was rendered by the deploy- 
ment of auxiliary generators 
to provide light and power for 
essential services. 

Volunteer groups such as 
Auxiliary Police, Rescue, Wel- 
fare, etc., whose training is 
financed by Emergency Meas- 
ures funds, were alerted and 
made ready for action as re- 
quired. Some co-ordinators 
went on the air to advise peo- 
ple to shut off all unnecessary 
appliances fo assist Ontario 
in restoring power. But the 
main effort was devoted to 
assessing the situation and 
preparing for further deve- 
lopments. 

The blackout did underline 
once again the necessity for 
everyone, governments and 
individuals alike, to plan for 
an emergency situation — 
(whether in peace or in war) 
and to decide as best they can 
what should he done to meet 
it. This is where the Emer- 
gency Measures Branch (EMB) 
fits in at the governmental 
level. 

We are charged with the 
responsibility of giving assist- 
ance and guidance to all De- 
partments, Boards, and Com- 
missions of the Proyincial 
Government and, through Em- 
ergency Measures Co-ordin- 
ators, similar assistance and 
guidance to County / Munici- 
pal Governments in the de- 
velopment of plans to meet 
peacetime or wartime emer- 
gendy. These plans must he 
related to the overall provin- 
cial plan and the EMB is re- 


sponsible for their correlation 
before presentation to the 


a 


Attorney General for final 
approval. Department Plan- 
ning Officers, either full-time 
or part-time, are responsible 
for producing their own de- 
partmental plans but are as- 
sisted, when they so request, 
by EMB staff members. An 
Inter-Departmental Planning 
Group meets periodically with 
the staff of EMB to review the 
progress of their plans, to 
pool their ideas and try to 
minimize duplication of effort 
where there is an overlay of 
responsibility and generally, 
to make sure that all plan- 
ning is in step. 


For Emergency Measures 
purposes, Ontario is divided 
into seven zones where Zone 
Planning Officers, who are 
EMB members, assist the mu- 
nicipally - appointed Co-ordin- 
ators develop the plans re- 
quired at the County/Munici- 
pal level. For reasons of econ- 
omy and sound government, 
groupings of counties and mu- 
nicipalities are combined into 
single Emergency Measures 
Organzations. There are 50 
such organizations in Ontario 
serving more than six million 
people and covering about 
750 municipalities. Metropoli- 
tan Toronto, because of its 
size and importance, has its 
own separate organization and 
deals directly with EMB in 
Toronto.

POLICEMAN’S LOT NOT A HAPPY ONE! 


(CP)—The President of the 
Metropolitan Toronto Police} 
Association agrees with Gil-| 
bert and Sullivan. Constable 
Sydney Brown claims the po- 
liceman’s lot is not always a 
happy one. He blames this 
situation on the rules and re- 
gulations that govern every 
moment of a police officer’s 
life. 

Constable Brown said in an 
interview yesterday that po- 
licemen in Metropolitan To- 
ronto are subject to nearly 
100 pages of regulations in 
the force’s code.

A CHURCH AGAIN AS 
LONG AS | LIVE!” 

Unlike many readers of 
‘The Post’ I grew up without 
Christian teaching. My par- 
ents were very ordinary peo- 
ple who lived outside the 
Church and who vaised their 
chidren the same way. I 
thought of God as a distant old 
man in the sky who was angry 
whenever somebody did some- 
thing wrong. What went on 
inside the Church — I didn’t 
know and didn’t care! 

When I was fourteen years 
old I met a forceful Christian 
who was obviously concerned 
about my spiritual welfare. He 
was the older brother of a 
friend of mine. Whenever I 
went to my friend’s home I no- 
ticed that his older brother, 


|Gordon, seemed to be held in 


awe by the rest of the family. 


|Some of them were afraid of 


him and kept out of his way at 
all times. 
Whenever Gordon was at 


|home the radio was not allow- 


ed to be turned on. No noise 


/of any kind was permissable 


because he was in his room — 
praying and meditating. He 


| was the only one in the house- 


hold who went to Church and 
the other members regarded 
him as some kind of holy be- 
ing. 

Gordon had met a nice girl 
a few years before and had 
asked her to marry him. All 
the arrangements were made 
for the wonderful event and 
the family travelled a great 
distance for the wedding. Just 
prior to the ceremony, how- 
ever, Gordon declared that the 
wedding was off. Apparently 
he had decided that his be- 
loved was not a completely 
convinced Christian and there- 
fore not a fit partner for him. 
The girl was left in her sorrow 
to explain the fiasco as best 
she could; Gordon and his fa- 
mily returned home. 


Everyone Else Was Wrong 

By the time I came upon the 
scene, Gordon had caused 
heartbreak to a young girl, 
had alienated the members of 
his family, was generally dis- 
liked by his fellow workes at 
the office, and was leading a 
very lonely office. However, 
this did not outwardly bother 
him because he was convinced 
that God was using him. The 
Lord was on his side and 
everyone else was wrong. It 
was not his fault, he reasoned, 
if other people could not see 
that he was doing his Christian 
duty. He would stick to his 
guns and would, despite great 
opposition, convert people to 
Jesus Christ. Thus Gordon 
set out to procure my spiritual 
scalp. 

Being young and very inno- 
cent about the ways of religi- 
ous people I did not see any 
reason for declining the invi- 
tation to attend a Sunday eve- 
ning service with Gordon at 
a downtown hall. There was 
something about his determin- 
ed attitude that made me go 
along with him. I suppose that 
I had come to be a little afraid 
of him along with the rest of 
his family, 

We sat together in silence 
while the drama unfolded 
from the front of the hall. A 
heavy-set lady made her way 
to the platform and began to 
shout, amid a torrent of tears, 
that Jesus Christ had saved 
her from sin. She was now his 
disciple and would follow him 
to the end of the earth. Moans 
and groans went up from the 
congregation amid shrieks of 
‘Hallelujia!’ and ‘Praise the 
Lord!’ Many of the people be 


for dependents, 


gan to shift excitedly in their 
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seats. I just sat very quietly 
and wondered what I had let 
myself in for. 

The same pattern of be- 
haviour continued throughout 
the rest of the service. Other 
members of the congregation 
took the platfrom and ‘wit- 
nessed’ to their conversion. 
One had been saved from ‘go- 
ing to movies’. Another had 
‘seen the light’ and no longer 
wore lipstick and perfume. | 
kept hearing people say what 
Jesus Christ had done in their 
lives. They were new people 
who were no longer bound and 
chained to this sinful earth. 
There were more tears, moans, 
and groans as the meeting rose 
to a fever pitch. But I just 
became scared. I wasn’t at 
all sure that I wanted this 
Jesus Christ if He was going to 
turn me into one of these peo- 
ple. 

People Returned to Normal 

At last the service ended 
and everyone appeared to re- 
turn to a normal state of mind 
and behaviour. Gordon, who 
had been just as activated as 
everyone else while the service 
was going on, suddenly turned 
to me. In a tender but deter- 
mined voice he asked “Would 
you like to go down into the 
basement and be saved?” I 
didn’t know what I needed to 
be saved from and by this time 
I felt terrible. 

He looked at me for what 
seemed to be an eternity, 
waiting patiently for my an- 
swer. J was searching for 
words, but could only bring 


myself to blurt out the reply,’ 


“T want to get out of this place 
as quickly as possible”. 


Gordon’s eyes burned into 
mine and be began to grow 
quite pale. He obviously was 
very hurt. I obviously was 
very scared. At that moment 
we felt a great dislike for each 
other. He was no longer my 
friend because I had rejected 
his Lord. He was no longer my 
friend because he had gotten 
me into this ridiculous situa- 
tion. From that day on I de- 
termined never to go near a 
church again as long as I liy- 
ed. I would never again allow 
any Christian to trick me. 

I am sure this story could 
have been written by many 
other people. Of course I can- 
not blame over‘eager Chris- 
tians for the fact that many 
teen-agers fall away from reg- 
lar Church attendance when 
they reach the tender age of 
fourteen. Many words have 
been written by the experts 
telling us why it happens. 
However, it is my contention 
that a person who claims to 
follow Christ must manifest 
some of Christ’s own virtues. 
Love and patience would be 
included in that category. 
Christ never ceased to love 
anyone to whom he had pre- 
sented the claims of the Chris- 
tian Gospel. He was also very 
patient with the men whom he 
chose as followers. It took a 
long time for them to see 
things this way. 

Now, you, the readers may 
be confused by my statements. 
Because of my vow to stay 
clear of the Christian Church 
you are probably wondering 
why I am now making claims 
about Jesus Christ. It’s quite 
simple. 

A few years after my encoun- 
ter with Gordon I happened to 
meet another Christian by the 
name of Jim. He was a clergy- 
man in Haliburton who never 
tried to “collar? anyone. From 
the very first time I met him, 
I was conscious of his great 
humility, purpose, and kind- 
ness. We spent many hours 
discussing Christ and what it 
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means to be a member of His 
Church. 

Forgiveness Is Important 

Through Jim J learned that 
being a Christian could be a 
happy calling. I could still lis- 
ten to music, yes, even the so- 
called corny music that all 
teen-agers love. I could go to 
movies and dances and enjoy 
myself, as long as I remember- 
ed that Jesus Christ was ever 
near and governed my actious 
and thoughts. Then if I did 
happen to slip, there was al- 
ways the great fact of forgive- 
ness. It took me a long time to 
accept that Christ did forgive 
me, along with all teen-agers, 
when he died on the Cross. 

I have often thought about 
Gordon and Jim and the in- 
fluence that each has had on 
my life. The first man frigh! 
ened me away from God for 
The second led 
me to greater understanding 
of the love of God for his peo- 
ple. Naturally, the attitudes 
of the two men have much to 
de with my own Christian min- 
istry over the years. I still 
shy away from ‘Gordon’ type 
Christians. 

It is my sincere belief that 
the Church of God embraces 
people of every kind of Chris- 
tian experience. Yet no one 
way is the only way! It is not 
for me to discredit someone 
else’s approach to Christian 
living — and it is not for some- 
one else to deny my approach. 

Perhaps someday we can all 
be ‘One in Him’. But, for the 
time being we must learn to 
get along with each other and 
overlook the little things in or— 
der to see that the big things 
get done. We can do this only 
if we have the love of Christ 
in our hearts.

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Dog wanted to ride in cruiser 
court told: charge dismissed 


A charge of driving while 
ability was impaired against 
John Cecil Hilyer, 50, of Bob- 
caygeon was dismissed in the 
Lindsay police court Thursday 
afternoon. 

The charge was dismissed 
after Crown witnesses testi- 
fied that the accused’s man: 
ner of driving and walking 
was quite normal. 

Hilver was charged after an 
accident on January 20 on 
Highway 121, north of Kin- 
mount about 7 p.m. William 
Edward Dugan of RR 1, Min- 
den told the court he was fol 
lowing the accused, and said 
the Hilyer vehicle was pro- 
ceeding normally on the high- 
way and then pulled off onto 
the shoulder. 

The accused and a defence 
witness said Hilyer pulled off 
the road because he was hav- 
ing trouble with the dimmer 
switch in his car. 

Mr. Dugan said the aecused’s 
car came back onto the high- 
way after he passed it and 
followed his car. Mr. Dugan 
said he increased speed to get 
out of the glare of the head- 
lights and he lost sight of the 
Hilver vehicle. 

Mr. Dugan said he was driv- 
ing about 40 miles per hour 
when the headlights reappear- 
ed and the Hilyer car began 
to pass him. He said when 
the accused’s car was part way 
by, it cut sharply to the right 
in front of him. Mr, Dugan 
said he jammed on the brakes 
and the accused’s car went 
into the ditch on the right 
side of the road. 


Haliburton OPP Constable 
David Bxley said the accused 
walked normally and spoke 
intelligently but he had the 
smell of alcohol on his breath. 
The main evidence of what 
the police officer considered 
to be abnormal was that the 
accused was insistent on hav- 
ing his dog with him, 


Constable Exley said the ac- 
cused was placed in the police 
cruiser but he got out of the 
eruiser and went for his dog 
He said Hilyer put his dog in 
the back seat of the cruiser 
and he told the accused he 
couldn't have a dog ina police 
vehicle. He said the accused 
got out and refused to get 
back into the cruiser unless 
the dog was allowed in also. 


Constable Exley said the 
accused had to be forced into 
cruiser and after he was in, 
the dog jumped onto the rear 
of the police car, walked over 
the roof of the vehicle and sat 
on the hood of the car. 

Magistrate Ian Munro said 
some people are more con- 
cerned about dogs than people 
and judging from the action 
of the dog, it also wanted to 
be with its master.

How does it come about that 
a man of the court and a man 
of the church stand opposite 
one another? How is it that 
the law and the church en- 
counter each other in this 
way? For the law and the 
church have a common love of 
good order. Both are engaged 
in bringing order out of chaos. 


How then, does it happen that 


circumstances bring them face 
to face? 

To such a situtation, Father 
Trevor Huddleston, C.R. 
(Community of the Resurrec- 
tion in England) refers in his 
book NAUGHT FOR YOUR 
COMFORT. This book de- 
scribes Father Huddleston’s 
twelve years ministry, from 
1944 to 1956, in Sophiatown 
which is the coloured quarter 
outside Johannesburg, South 
Africa. His last few years 
there are bitter years. He 
finds himself increasingly em- 
broiled in constant conflict 
with the government and the 
police. He tells of his fight 
to uphold the rights of the 
black African and of the acts 
of defiance to which circun:- 
stances and his own conscience 
as a Christian drive him. In 
fact, the manuscript of 
NAUGHT FOR YOUR COM- 
FORT ,barely escapes seizure 
by the government by a matter 
of hours. 

The principle in NAUGHT 
FOR YOUR COMFORT has a 
broader application than the 
life story from which it is 
taken, 


Indeed, the problem inj Saviour, 


world, are still with us. How- 
ever, they change to such pro- 
portions, that it might be hard 
to find circumstances in South 
Africa now, as Father Huddle- 
ston describes them. NAUGHT 
FOR YOUR COMFORT raises 
a deeper question: What is a 
Christian’s attitude to life in 
the world around him? Such 
a question involves him imme- 
diately in the issues and con- 
cerns of the world. 

Father Huddleston is de- 
scribed as, 

“a man of great compassion 

and love for his fellow-men 

in distress”. 

With this concern he could 
not help being drawn into the 
circumstances which took 
place in South Africa, In April 
1956, Father Huddleston was 
recalled to Ingland to take 
a post in his Order. Since that 
time he has taken part in 
countless press interviews; 
radio and television broad- 
casts and continues to lecture 
to thousands of people from 
all walks of life. 

In many places in the world, 
these next few weeks repre- 
sent what is called the Season 
of Lent.

ARE YOU PHYSICALLY 
UP FOR SCUBA DIVING? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
husband, a former college 
athlete, has now become a 
scuba diving enthusiast. I’m 
all for anything he likes, ex- 
cept I’m worried that at 42, 
he’s a bit too old for this sport. 
Aren't there certain rules for 
and against participation?~ 
Mrs. T. 

Comment: There are cer- 
tain stop signs, Mrs. T., but 
ago itself is not one of them. 
Many over 40 can scuba dive, 
put there is one essential step 
to take before they do: have 
periodic physical examinations 
which indicate fitness for the 
sport. 

Millions who are now enthu- 
siasts attest to the fact that it 
can be safe. But the many fa- 
talities (over 50 fatalities in 
about four years, in Florida 
alone) indicate the need for be- 
ing as sure as one can that one 
is physically and emotionally 
up to par for the job in hand. 
SCUBA (self-contained un- 
derwater breathing apparatus) 
diving is strenuous exercise. 

In a recent paper in the 
Journal of the Florida Medical 
Association, Douglas E. Wil- 
liamson, M.D., of Venice, Fla., 
made some pertinent points 
which should be help prevent 
many needless scuba diving ac- 
cidents. If you are contem- 
plating an enthusiastic entry 
into the sport, it is better to 
have a competent physician 
look into your physical quafi- 
cations. Past history is im- 
portant, too, in making an es- 


timate of your fitness for div- 
ing. 

It’s important to know if you 
have suffered from many of 
the following in the past; Hay 
fever or sinus trouble, diffi- 
culty in breathing through 
the nose, discharge from ears, 
mastoid, or a broken ear drum; 
asthma or shortness or breath 
after moderate exercise; chest 
pain or persistent cough; pep- 
tic ulcer; kidney or bladder 
disease; arthritis; dizzy spells; 
train, sea or car-sickness; al- 
coholism or any drug habit; 
jaundice or hepatitis; anemia; 
tuberculosis or diabetes. 

Your vision should be ac- 
ceptable. Some have been 
known to surface and have 
difficulty finding the boat or 
float or even the shore. Den- 
tures and bridges must be sat- 
isfactory so they can grip the 
mouthpiece of the diving ap- 
paratus. The ears and ear 
canals must be in good work- 
ing order. 

There should be no obstruc- 
tion to breathing and no signs 
of chronic sinusitis. The 
lungs should be normal to 
physical and X-ray examina- 
tion. There should be no sig- 
nificant abnormality of the 
cardiovascular system. Blood 
pressure should not be over 
145 systolic or 90 diastolic. No 
gastrointestinal disease. No 
genitourinary disease or active 
veneral disease. No acute or 
chronic skin disease. No or- 
ganic disease of the nervous 
system. No neuropsychiatric 
disorders, no history of epi- 
lepsy.

WOMAN’S NERVOUSNESS IN 
CHURCH COULD WELL BE 
CHRONIC ANXIETY 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; I am 
28 years old and have three 
children who are 8, 6, and 3. 
Ever since I can remember J 
have been nervous in church. 
I just seem to fall apart, I 
actually shake all over. 

If you ask me to see a doc- 
tor Pll say Idid. When I asked 
him why I was sO nervous in 
church he said ‘What's the 
matter with you? A guilty 
conscience?” 

Maybe that’s true, but that 
answer. certainly didn’t help 
me any. ! just don’t want to 
go to church any more, but 
every Sunday I tell myself this 
is stupid and I'm going to get 
over it, but each Sunday I’m 
just as nervous as the one be- 
fore. 

J make it pretty good sitting 
down but when we have to 
stand up and sing I get short of 
breath and can’t eyen sing, 
and then { start shaking. 
I've read your column for 
months and I’ve never read of 
a problem like mine. Or, per- 
haps I’ve missed it. Can you 
help?—Mrs. M. 

Comment: I think most read- 
ers will agree that you've 
missed the columns I’ve writ- 
ten about chronic anxiety, for 
that’s what I believe you are 
suffering from. Only a guess, 
mind you. Another doctor's 
opinion based on careful ex- 
amination and questioning will 
give you the real diagnosis. It 
may or may not he anxiety. 

Do I agree that the reason

conscience? Somehow I don’t 
go along with that. It’s too 
pat and too vague. yen a 


psychiatrist couldn’t come to 
that conclusion in one visit. 

I have noted similar symp- 
toms as yours: : One woman 
complained she couldn’t sit in 
a movie because of anxiety. So 
she’s pick an aisle seat in the 
last row. When she had the 
urge to get out, she wanted 
nothing in her way. A man 
said he got these fears when 
sitting in his barber's chair. 
These are varying aspects. 

The main thing is to find a 
sympathetic doctor who will 
try to get at the bottom of it 
and help as much as he can.

WHICH OPERATION FIRST? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: You 
migh say I’m a mess. I think 
that would be a fair definition 
of a man who needs two oper- 
ations and doesn’t know which 
to have first: a heart opera- 
tion or one for hiatal hernia. 

I am 50 years old, 6 feet 
tall and weigh 275 pounds. So 
you see, there’s an obesity pro- 
blem, too. But that isn’t all. 
I get short of breath easily 
and have chest pains when I 
walk fast. 

To top it all off, what really 
scares me is that I pass out 
quite often (actually faint). 
My doctors say I have a Stokes 
Adams syndrome-something 
wrong with the conducting 
mechanism in my heart which 
interferes with the normal 
beat. I also haye trouble with 
my aortic valve.

ULCERS HAVE 
MANY FACES 

Ulcers have many faces. 
You think you can recognize 
one in Mr. B, because you diag- 
nosed the condition in Mr. A., 
and you discover that Mr. B.'s 
ulcer wears a mask. You're 
not sure until you take a closer 
look. 

For example, Mr. A. was 
rushed into the hospital with 
serious hemorrhage from the 
stomach. After a half dozen 
blood tranfusions, rest and 
proper medication and diet, 
his acute episode quieted down 
within a week or so. X rays 
and_other studies revealed the 
typical duodenal ulcer. 

Otherwise, he had no com- 
plications, was put on a spe- 
cial diet, told to give up cig- 
arettes, and returned to work. 
He has been free of frank 
hemorrhage since that time. tt 
is interesting to note that pre- 
vious to his hospital admis- 
sion, he had no stomach com- 
plaints whatever. No pain, 
no belching no distress. 

But consider Mr. B. He 
had indefinite symptoms, he 
was put into the wastebasket 
of “indigestion”. Just felt 
uncomfortable unless he had 
some food In his stomach. He 
had treated himsef with over- 
the-counter drugs to allay his 
occasional heartburn. 

At last, discouraged by his 
persistent discomforts, he 
went to his physician, who or- 
dered a GI (gastrointestina) 
series. Yes. Mr. B. had an 
ulcer. But his was different. 


(not the duodenum-first part 
of the intestine) and was diag- 
nosed as a stomach ulcer. 
THE BIG DIFFERENCE 

People often ask, “What's 
the difference?” In addition 
to this change in locaton, 
there’s an important differ 
ence in management of duo- 
denal ulcer and stomach ulcer. 
It is all based on this one im- 
portant fact: duodenal ulcers 
rarely are the seat of cancer; 
stomach ulcers may become 
cancerous. Therefore, there's 
the important time element 
to consider. 

If one has a duodenal ulcer, 
often he can procrastinate, and 
get away wth it before under- 
doing treatment, hoping, 
meanwhile, that he doesn’t get 
one of the three most common 
complications of duodenal ul- 
cer: hemorrhage, perforation 
(rupture of the ulcer followed 
by peritonitis) or obstruction 
(closing down of end of stom- 
ach, preventing food from 
leaving normally). 

But if the diagnosis is stom- 
ach ulcer, it’s especially im- 
portant to cooperate fully. if 
your doctor says it’s necessary 
to take checkup X rays every 
few months to determine the 
size of the stomach ulcer, bet- 
ter do so. 

The prevailing medical opin- 
ion is this: If the stomach ul- 
cer doesn’t definitely decrease 
in size after a few weeks of 
special treatment-in fact, if 
it gets larger-then immediate 
operation is essential. Other- 
wise a slow growing stomach

“Dodging” and “burning” 


It is unfortunate, but true, 
that every negative is not a 
good example of perfect expo- 
sure and development. You 
will find negatives very black 
and dense, and you will find 
them very light and thin. 
Some thin ones will be flat and 
lifeless, while others will be 
thin and quite contrasty. 

The contrast angle can be 
compensated for by the selec- 
tion of a soft paper for the 
confrasty negative, and a hard 
paper for the flat one. How- 
ever, this alone does not neces- 
sarily ensure you of a perfect 
print, and what is known as 
“dodging” may have to be re- 
sorted to. This is simply hold- 
ing back the light from the sha- 
dowy parts of the negative, 
while the darker high lights 
print in. 

Take, for instance a flower 
bed, with the sun _ shining 
brightly on the flowers, pale 
pink or yellow, or even white, 
with the under part of the 
plants in deep shadow. It is ob- 
vious that the black portions of 
the negative, representing the 
light parts of the flowers will 
not allow the passage of as 
much light as the semi-trans- 
parent parts representing the 
Shadow areas. Ordinary 
straight exposure would do 
one of two things; either print 
the shadows so black that all 
detail would be lost, while the 
light coloured flowers printed 
correctly, or it would print the 
shadows perfectly, but leave 
the highlights just pure white 
blobs, with no detail. Neither 
of these prints would be good 
photographically, nor would 
they make a pleasing picture, 
so we resort to dodging. 

The method used depends 
to a great extent on the area 
to be held back, and the posi- 
tion it occupies on the print. 
Tf it is of a fairly small area, 
near the edge of the print, the 
hand is used, by being held in 
the light stream coming from 
the enlarger lens, at a distance 
that causes a shadow to be cast 
over the part to be held back. 
The hand is kept moving 
slightly, to give a soft merging 
of the shadows into the other 
part of the picture. 

If the area is inside the pic- 
ture, the hand can not be used, 
because the shadow would co- 
ver other parts that should get 
the full exposure time. In this 
case, a thin piece of wire is 
taken and to the end is fasten- 


ed a small tuft of cotton, or a

small piece of card, depending 
on how much shadow is need- 
ed. The closer to the print the 
dodging material is held, the 
smaller the shadow, and the 
nearer to the lens, the larger 
(and also more diffused) the 
shadow. So, you can make 
one dodging wand serve for a 
lot of different jobs. 

Another form of dodging, is 
called “burning in’, but in this 
case, it is done by means of a 
card with a small opening in 
the centre, or maybe over to 
one side, depending on just 
where the item is, that is to be 
burnt in. To use it, first make 
the exposure needed for the 
overall print, then give a fur- 
ther exposure of the smaller 
highlight through the hole in 
the card, being careful that no 
light can get past the side of 
the card and expose other 
parts of the prinf. The idea is 
much the same as the holding 
back of the smaller shadow 
areas while the highlights print 
in, only in the burning in pro- 
cess you are holding back a 
much larger area. 

So, if there is a comparative- 
ly small area of shadow, shad- 
ing the parts out is the most 
convenient way, and if there 
is only a smal] part dense e- 
nough to require more print- 
ing, then the burning in me- 
thod is more convenient. 

Remember though, that 
whether burning in or holding 
back, whatever is used must be 
kept moving, otherwise there 
will be a hard line separating 
the picture into two or more 
parts. When cutting the 
Opening in the card for burn- 
ing in, it helps a great deal to

ONTARIO GOVERNMENT SETS OUT AREAS

The Municipal Council of 
the Village of Cannington held 
a special session last Tuesday 
night with Reeve Shier pre- 
siding.

The purpose of the meeting 
was to discuss the results of the 
test-pumping of test well no. 
1-59 and to discuss the pro- 
posed study of sewage dispo- 
sal needs in the village. 


Mr. Bryck said that the re- 
port of the test-pumping of 
test well no. 159 showed that 
the new well and the original 
well could be used at the same 
time even though the original 
well may go dry in the dry 
weather, He agreed that the 
amount of water the munici- 
pality may be assured of at the 
present time is a minimum of 
approximately 130,000 gallons 
per day throughout the year, 
provided well no. 159 is 
brought into use.

159 may be between $2500 and 
$4000 depending on the size of 
pump required and the build- 
ing and fittings required.

Dear Sir, 

The first white men to 
build a shanty (not a house) 
in the area where Omemee, is 
today; were Andrew English 
and one Cottingham, his cou- 
sin, who came to Canada 
(America it was called then) be- 
tween 1790 and 1800, so I’m 
told. 

Cottingham, evidently, en- 
joyed more popularity than En- 
glish, and therefore his, name 
Cottinghamville; was the first 
to identify the Hamlet, that 
after many changes, was to be 
known as Omemee, which is an 
Indian word, meaning pigeon. 
There was a time when 90 per- 
cent of the real estate in Ome- 
mee was owned by English’s. 

My Grandfather, the late 
Thomas English (of whom I am 
a namesake) lived on lot 5, con. 
14 Emily; most of the large fa- 
mily, including my father, were 
born there, my grandfather 
was an asthmatic, and in hope 
of getting relief, moved in 1874 
to lot 5, con. 6, Somerville 
township, about 60 miles north 
of Lindsay. 

My Grandmother English, 
was left behind temporarily, 
with some of the children. She 
fractured her arm doing farm 
chores, and was no longer use- 
ful there, she thought, so, away 
she went, enroute to the new 
farm, carrying a baby one year 
old, and some personal belong- 
ings; she made Bobcaygeon the 
first day, and the remaining 12 
miles the second day, along a 
push road; and they were the 
first settlers to own a team of

The price of prosperity to- 
day in Canada is far too expen- 
sive for most of us. We are 
entering a period of inflation 
9) whose effects are seeping daily 
into many sections of our 
economy. 

This inflation, besides creat- 
ing higher prices at home, un- 
dermines our export pro- 
gramme. No longer are our 
manufactured products as sal- 
able on world markets — they 
cost too much. 

A recent paper entitled 
“The Relative Position of Ca- 
nadian Agriculture in World 
Trade” pointed out some in- 
teresting facts. The economists 
stated that our competitive ag- 
ricultural advantage relative 
to the rest of the world has 
declined greatly during the 
last ten years. This they say 
“was due to the rising costs 
induced by rapid over-all 
economic growth and insuffi- 
cient technological progress to 
offset these influences”. 

In relation to the United 
States the competitive advan- 
tage is unstable especially in 
such areas as eggs, apples, 
potatoes, slaughter cattle, hogs 
and a variety of meats.

Third Section 
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Inquiry ‘‘nonsens e or necessary’? 
County Councillors hold mixed views 


Was a judicial inquiry into 
allegations of brutality at the 
Victoria County Home for the 
Aged nonsense or necessary? 

At a county finance commit- 
tee of the whole meeting Tues- 
day morning the inquiry was 


talled nonsense, a waste of 


$18,000 but some councillors 
came out in favour of the in- 
quiry and said it was neces- 
sary. 

The first remark on the in- 
quiry came from Victoria 
County Clerk Frank Weldon 
when he commented on the 
amount of paper which had 
been required to print the 300 


17-page documents, which he 


called “nonsense”. 

Emily Township Reeve J. 
Edward Lowes asked when the 
cost of the inquiry would be 
available. 

The clerk told him the 
county would know the cost 
when they had received the 
bills and so far they had only 
one bill for $616.61 which he 
said was the cost of getting 
witnesses and setting up the 
inquiry. He said other costs of 
the inquiry would include the 
judge’s fee, court reporter’s 
fee, witness fees and con- 
stables’ fees. 

Reeve Lowes queried why 
the court reporter should get 
extra money for typing up the 
report, because she was on sal- 
ary. 

Mr. Weldon replied the 
judge was also on salary but he 
would require fees. 

Both Reeve Lowes and 
Woodville Reeve John Camp- 
bell questioned where a radio 
commentator Gordon Sinclair 
got the figure of $18,000 for 
the cost of the inquiry if the 
county did not even know the 
cost. 

Mr. Weldon expalined he 
didn’t know where Mr, Sin- 
clair got his information but 
he probably based his estimate 
on the cost of other similar in- 
vestigations. Mr. Weldon add- 
ed, “The report certainly prov- 
es there was no need for it at 
all”. 

Reeve Campbell suggested 
the council should pay the 
legal fees for orderly Mel Mor- 
ton, one of the two orderies at 
the home at whom the charges 
had been levelled, but he did 
not know why the board of 
management had to have a 
legal advisor. He said if the 
board had “handled it easier’, 
the $18,000 Mr, Sinclair had 
referred to in a radio broad- 
cast could have been saved. 

The clerk explained there 
were two lawyers at the in- 
quiry for the county but one 

was not retained by the board 
of management. He said both 
lawyers were from the firm 
which does the county’s legal 
work and they would only sub- 
mit a bill for one lawyer. 

Mr. Weldon said Mr, Mor- 
ton’s solicitor, Joseph Staples, 
indicated he would appear be- 
fore the board of management 
to see if the county would pay 
the fees. 

Board of Management Chair- 
man Byron Rogers retaliated 
to Reeve.Campbell’s comment 
on the way in which the board 
had handled the situation. Mr. 
Rogers said he could not see 
any justification in Reeve 
Campbell’s remarks, He said 
it was necessary to “get to the 
bottom of the allegations” and 
the only way to do that was to 
call for a judicial inquiry into 
the charges. 

Mr. Rogers told the commit- 
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inquiry the board of manage- 
ment would not know whether 
the charges had been valid 
and it was something which 
had to be cleared up, 
Former Warden 
Cammack came under fire 
from Reeve Campbell who 
said Mr. Cammack should have 
looked into the matter as soon 
as he heard of the allegations. 
Reeve Lowes said it was un- 
fortunate the situation arose 
and he was sorry it had arisen, 
but it was well handled by 
Judge H.E. Richardson. 

Reeve Lowes said the county 
should try to make progress 
and inform people of what it 
was doing but he said “the 
press should put our work in a 
good light”. 

Lindsay Reeve George Fin- 
ney spoke in favour of the in- 
quiry. “In my estimation,” he 
said, “the inquiry was neces- 
sary.” He said Fred Growden, 
who made most of the charges, 
still didn’t appear satisfied 
but the county went as far as 
was necessary. “Anyone who 
thinks we shouldn’t have had 
the report are wishful think- 
ers,” Reeve Finney added. 
Reeve Campbell said he 
still felt the inquiry was a 
waste of money, and if the in- 
quiny did cost $18,000, said the 
money could have been used to 
install a good public address 
system in the county home. 
The report of Judge Ri- 
chardson was accepted by the 
meeting and they agreed to 
send copies of the report to 
municipal clerks and welfare 
officers. 

Mr. Weldon said there were 
also copies available for the 
public on request.

point of first sale Mr, Cole 
said. 

Aims for improving the 
milk marketing picture in rela- 
tion to direction, quality, pro- 
motion and through public re- 
lations were also noted by Mr.

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Bomb Disposal teams still busy 


London (CP)—Twenty-one years af- 
ter the end of the Second World War in 
Hurope, there is still so much live am- 
munition scattered around Britain that 
the Armed Services’ Bomb Disposal 
squads get five thousand calls a year, 

They are even called to detonate 50- 
year-old First World War grenades and 
shells. ‘These are mostly souvenirs 
brought back by British troops from 
the Western Front. 


So dangerous is some of their work, 
even for experts, that London's gov- 
ernment has a proposal to issue brav- 
ery medals for operations like the one 
in early February. A’ 500-pound un- 
exploded bomb dropped by the Luft- 
waffe 25 years ago was lifted from the 
bottom of the Thames River. 

That job dramatized the work that’s 
become routine for hundreds of men in 
the disposal squads. This bomb hoist- 
ing required a 90-minute closing of 
the Blackfriars Road and rail bridges 
across the Thames, used daily by thou- 
sands of commuters. 


A team of Royal Navy experts dived 
for the bomb, worked long and gingerly 
to free it, then it was lifted in a cradle 
into a rubber dinghy and towed slowly 
down the Thames. It was exploded at 


sea, where navy teams also detonate 
an occasional German mine found a- 
float after a quarter century. 

Big German bombs of the blitz years 
are found most frequently in London’s 
financial district around St. Paul's 
Cathedral during excavation for new 
buildings. These removal jobs get the 
headlines. Not all the explosives are 
German, aS an army spokesman says: 
“we had a lot of troops stationed in 
England during the last war—Cana- 
dian, American, Australian, Free 
French, Polish as well as our own— 
and they had a lot of ammunition: 
Some of it got Jost and buried and now 
is worked to the surface by plows, ex- 
cavators or soil erosion. 

“Xs for First World War stuff—the 
zeppelins didn’t drop only explosives. 
Their ammunition included huge fron 
darts designed to crash through the 
roofs of buildings. There probably are 
still some of those around.” 

Many British Tommies returned 
from the continental trenches after the 
First World War brought home grenad- 
es or small shells for souvenirs. 

“They put them on the mantle for 
display,” a disposal man said, “but one 
day Mom gets nervous and calls us to 
fetch the thing away.” 


Man-eater a vegetarian! 


(CP)—There are some 20 thou- 
sand species of clams that inhabit the 
salt and fresh waters around the world. 
And the biggest of them all is the 
quarter-ton bivalve of the Pacific — 
the so-called man-eating giant clam, 
It is, in fact, a shy vegetarian. 

It leads a quiet life at the bottom of 
the ocean, spending its time along the 
coral reefs and eating algae all day 
long. It occasionally produces 14- 
pound pearls. 

There are, of course, other uses for 
such a huge shellfish. Four-foot-long 
clam shells have been put to good use 
as flower pots, baptismal fonts, aquar- 
jums, and eyen bathtubs. The meat 
from just one provides a meal for 20 
persons. 

The giant clam makes its home in 
shallow waters of the southwest Pa- 
cific and off Australia and Indonesia, 
and being a big fellow makes for a big 
appetite, and filtering food-laden ocean 
water, as most clams do, is not enough 
for such a 600-pound monster. 


It grows its own food to supplement 
what the ocean fails to provide. Colon- 
ies of single-celled aglae or seaweed 
grow and multiply on the broad mantle 
edge of the clam. Transparent cells 
in the surface of the clam’s skin pro- 
vide something similar to a window 
through which light can enter and stim- 
ulate the growth of the small plants. 
When they get large enough they are 
eaten. 

The big fellow is particular about his 
food, however, and barnacles, sponges, 
oysters and tiny snails live quite con- 
tentedly in the flutings of the clam’s 
outer shell. Colonies of shrimp find 
the sheltered darkness of the clam’s 
roomy, water-filled body a more than 
adequate home. 

But the giant clam, like all clams, is 
more than just meets the eye. There’s 
more than just a big hard shell. The 
clam has a stomach, intestines, a liver 
and even a heart and kidneys. Brains 
are another story. The huge creature 
has hardly any brain at all. 


Muskoka’s Hidden Valley 


Time was when ski fans looking for- 
ward to a weekend in deep powder 
kept one ear tuned to the radio and an 
enquiring eye scanning the newspaper 
weather reports throughout the week. 

Like the Go Go craze, winter weath- 
er has changed along with the dance 
steps and the past few years have real- 
ly thrown snow loyers into the despair 
twist. Not that we don’t seem to get 
snow, - - it just doesn’t stay around 
long enough to be cut up by a crowd of 
weekend schussboomers, 

Ski area operators who depend on 
snow With the ayidity of Navajo rain- 
makers, have long since given up on 
the weatherman in favor of a sure 
thing - - artificial snow. So much 
so that some 22 Ontario ski areas have 
already installed the magic snowflake 
gizmo and more are planning the move 
for next year. 

One such area, Hidden Valley near 
Huntsville in Muskoka now lays claim 
to the title of Ontario’s biggest snow- 
maker with a total of 50 acres of arti- 
ficial frozen pleasure. Some 12,000 
ft. of piping covers this whole ski 
complex laying down a veritable bliz- 
zard of snow on command to make the 
place skiable every weekend and al- 
most every day of winter. Four lift 
areas With four open slopes and two 
downhill trails can be hidden in a few 
hours with cool, fast flakes shot from 
guns. 

Two huge Curtis Wright hydrovane 
compressors transform Pen Lake liquid 
into three to four inches of snow an 
hour from each outlet and the whole 
50 acres, Chief Snowmaker, Bill Water- 
house claims, can be blanketed with 
five inches of snow in 48 hours with all 
out effort. One hill can be made ready 
in 15 hours. 

Official met records won't ever show 
it but Hidden Valley have added about 
36 inches of artificial snow to Musko- 
ka’s natural snowfall statistics this 
Winter. AS soon as the temperature 
hits freezing, —ten degrees above zero 
to ten degrees below zero is best, the 
snow guns moan into action to defy the 
weatherman's best predictions. 

After the shouts of pleasure skiing 


have died from the slopes and the cool 
stillness of a northern night settles on 
the ski area, the dull roar of the arti- 
ficial snowman sounds like Niagara 
dropping into its frozen gorge. 


Good things come in small packages 
and mechanical snow is no exception. 
Unlike fluffy snow, the artificial vari- 
ety is worth three times its depth in 


holding and melting quality due to its 
density. 


With temperature differences in 
Muskoka of anywhere from ten to fif- 
teen degrees lower than metropolitan 
areas, Hidden Valley at Huntsville and 
Rainbow Ridge at Bracebridge with 
their own mechanical snowmen make 
a mockery of weather reports much to 
the delight of skiers. Muskoka resort 
operators with or without their own ski 
areas can almost guarantee skiing 
for their guests unless the weather is 
totally impossible even for artificial 
snow. 


Hidden Valley’s equipment is fully 
automatic and will shut down at any 
signal of trouble. One man can con- 
trol the whole booming blizzard but 
two men are used on the late late 
snow to provide company and protec- 
tion against accident at night. 


Old Jack Frost finally has some real 
tough competition and skiers are the 
winners. Snow reports, often hard 
to believe and hard to control due to 
changing extremes of weather after 
reports have gone in, are now recely- 
ing an added measure of support 
thanks to the scientific skills of the 
§pace age. If you plan to ski this 
weekend and you can’t see snow — 
don't count on the old axiom “seeing 
is believing for skiing’ — phone the 
nearest snow reporting office who now 
report the inches of ersatz also.

CONSUMER PRICES RISE 


(CP) — The Dominion Bur 
eau of statistics reports that 
consumer prices rose last 
month in all 12 Canadian cities 
regularly surveyed. Increases 
in food prices were greatest, 
with rises in city indexes from | 
January to February ranging 
from one-fifth of one percent. 
Greatest increases were in the 
cities of Saint John, New 
Brunswick, Montreal, Ottawa, 
Winnipeg and Vancouver, 


The indexes are based on 
1949 prices prevailing in the 
cities, except for Saint John’s, 
Newfoundland, where the base 
is June, 1951.

PROJECT TO RAISE 
GOOSE LAKE LEVEL 
MAY BE ABANDONED 


A tri-township project to 
raise the level of Goose Lake, 
north of Cambray, an estimat- 
ed ten feet and in so doing pro- 
mote the development of tax 
producing properties may 
have to be abandoned in prin- 
cipal, members of the Victoria 
County committee on water re- 
sources learned Tuesday 
night. 

AR.D.A. assistant director 
William Montcalm told a meet- 
ing of Victoria County 
A.R.D.A. representatives that 
the project at the ten foot le- 
vel could cost in the $1,000,000 
area, and he doubted if local 
municipalities would be inter- 
ested in footing a $25,000 pro- 
ject. 

Mr. Montcalm explained 
that some engineering and 
planning had been carried out 
by A.R.D.A. on the project. He 
said soil testing and depth 
tests would have to be taken 
to establish foundation costs, 
property would have to he 
purchased from some fifteen 
ovmers, wooded land cleared 
and rather expensive dykes 
and control dams built to cre- 
ate the ten foot deep lake.

The Lindsay branch of the 
Ontario Department of Lands 
and Forests began an expect 
ment in Bobcaygeon Friday 
afternoon to determine the 
feasibility and possibility of 
establishing artificial spawn 
ing beds for walleye. 

Lands and Forests Biologist 
Jack Armstrong said the De- 
partment of Lands and For- 
ests was setting out three 
treatments, and three controls. 
He said the treatments were 
100-square-foot sections of 
two-inch fo four-inch gravel 
stones and the controls were 
10-square-foot sections of nat- 
ural river bottom. 

Mr. Armstrong said near} 
the end of the walleye spawn- 
ing season, the department 
will count the number of eggs 
deposited in the two types of 
sections. 

The experiment is aimed 
at determining the effects of 
carrying out a large-scale de- 
position of gravel on the popu 
lation of walleye in the area, 
which would depend partly on 
whether the fish would use 
the artificial spawning bed. 

Much of the bottom of the 
Pigeon River is composed of 
limestone rock and Mr. Arm- 
strong said studies in the Unit- 
ed States had determined that 
this type of bottom is one of 
the poorest for the survival of 
eggs. 

One of the best types of 
river-bottom is one composed 
of gravel ranging in size from 
two to four inches in diame- 
ter. In the studies referred to, 
much greater survival has 
been accomplished on the Jat- 
ter type of bottom, 

Mr. Armstrong said if the 
experiment is successful, the 
Department of Lands and For- 
ests would set up artificial 
Spawning beds for the walleye. 

Mr. Armstrong said there 
was no evidence that such an 
experiment would directly 
benefit the fish population of 
the lake. He said they are 
trying the experiment to de- 
cide what course of action to

Until veny recently there 
was also a boy’s group which 
met weekly under the guidance 
of Ed Waterhouse. The boys, 
like the girls, had tried over 
the three years to form a youth 
group strong and sound e- 
nough to make Y.M.C.A. a 
household word in Lindsay. 
The boys, unlike the girls, ran 
out of gas and the group has 
been disbanded. 

So now the girl’s Hi-Y of 
Lindsay must carry twice the 
load and work even harder 
than ever before to secure a 
building — and, unless I miss 
my bet, this great group of 
girls will do it! 

The Hi-Y Girls Need Help 

Two weeks ago I received 
a depuatation of three Hi-Y 
girls in my classroom after 
school at the L.C.V1. The} 
girls were concerned about 
their situation and asked if I 
could help them in their ef- 
forts to make Lindsay a ‘Y’ 
town. The deputation led to 
my attending a meeting at Dr. 
Davie’s home on Fairview 
Court and some plans were 
laid for a renewed Hi-Y effort.

season. A float was entered 
in the Santa Claus parade and a 
‘Car Smash’ was held at Ed 
Waterhouse’s Sunoco station. 
Proceeds from these projects 
as well as several dances that 
have been held, have been used 
to support the Heart Fund and 
other charities. 

Community Service The Goal 

The girls are interested in 
community service as part of 
their overall programme but 
they also like to enjoy them- 
selves. Their meetings each 
week are led by different 
members of the group and 
they consist of everything from 
cosmetic displays to outdoor 
hikes. 

The main problem that has 
confronted the girl’s Hi-Y is 
that of how to promote a com- 
plete Y.M.C.A. programme in 
Lindsay. Until recently they 
have not been able to secure 
gymnasium or recreation fa- 
cilities that are necessary for 
a complete programme, A be- 
ginning has been made with 
the availablity of the L.C.V.I. 
for some meetings and the use 
of the gymnasium occasionally 
under the direction of a tea- 
cher if one is available, But 
this kind of arrangement does 
not permit anyone other than 
L.C.V.I. students to be mem- 
bers of the Y. 

The girls will continue to 
meet every Wednesday in any 
space that is made available to 
them, They feel that they can 
‘survive’ through the interest 
that has been shown them by 
the Peterborough Y.M.C.A.

CAN’T HAVE A BABY; 
WILL ADOPTION HELP? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
just read the letter from the 
wife who said she cried al- 
most every night because they 
don't yet have a baby. 

I know how she feels be- 
cause we are in the same boat, 
only the cause is different. My 
husband and J had all kinds of 
tests and it seems like we tried 
everything in the book (tem- 
perature charts, etc.), 

We have been married quite 
a few years and both want 
children more than anything 
else in this world, Is there 
any hope?—Mrs. X. 

Comment: There's always 
hope, especially when your 
doctor has not found indica- 
tions which absoltutely close 
the door on the possibility of 
pregnancy. 

Have you and your husband 
had basal metabolism or P.B.1. 
tests? I know of a number of 
“hopeless” cases like yours, 
in which thyroid extract taken 
for a lazy thryroid, had seem- 
ed to be a factor in promoting 
pregnancy. 

There’s no definite, scienti- 
fic proof that taking the thy- 
roid extract is the actual rem- 
edy; nevertheless, I tell pa- 
tients it’s worth a try under 
their doctor’s surveillance.

CAUSE REJECTION? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Please, 
please don’t advise anyone 
to adopt a child in the hope 
that the woman may become 
pregnant afterwards. Anyone 


who adpots should want the 
adopted child with all their 
heart and soul.

LUPUS NOT CONSIDERED 
CATCHING 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Is it 
it possible to contract the dis- 
ease known as lupus from a 
person who has this skin mal- 
ady? I have been in close con- 
tact with such a person for 
some years, and it has always 
been a source of constant 
worry.—Mrs. C. 


Comment: Lupus  erythe- 
matosus, often associated with 
“butterfly” formation over the 
nose and cheeks is a sysmemic 
disease. It not only affects the 
skin, but sometimes the inter- 
nal organs. Its cause is un- 
known, and as far as I know 
it has not been considered to 
be contagious. I think you 
can feel more comfortable 
with your friend than you have 
in the past.

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: I have 
had several attacks of severe 
chest pain, mostly on the left 
side, with extreme sensitivity 
in the rib section, diaphragm, 
and into my left arm with some 
slight numbness of fingers. 
My X rays of the chest were 
negative. So were examina- 
tions for hiatal hernia, ulcer, 
gall bladder, and electrocardi- 
ograms to rule out coronary 
disease, 

The pain becomes more ag- 
gravated by tension and pres- 
sure. Two physicians diagnos- 
ed it as intercostal nerve neu- 
ritis. If this is true, can it 
eventually lead to a heart at- 
tack or stroke or nervous dis- 
order? Incidentally, I am 46 
years old, am in the meno- 
pause, and my employment is 
very demanding.-Mrs. G, 

Comment: One attribute of 
the good physician is he who 
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looks for the worst and hopes 
for the best. In that way he 
is less likely to overlook illness 
while making his diagnosis. In 
a similar way, the good patient 
is the one who presents him- 
self for early diagnosis, but 
does not go borrowing trouble. 
He is one who accepts his doc- 
tor’s assurance that examina- 
tion has not revealed any maj- 
or difficulty. 

In your case, Mrs, G., you 
have presented yourself for 
diagnosis. There is no evi- 
dence of heart disease or weak- 
ness in the brain’s arteries, so 
better not worry about a pos- 
sible heart attack or stroke 
in the future. 

From what you say, I'd guess 
that the tensions of your job 
are getting you down. Have 
you had a good, restful vaca- 
tion lately? That might help 
more than medicine. 

And how about your meno- 
pause? Are you getting hor- 
mones or tranquilizers for 
that? Many patients’ symp- 
toms are intensified at this 
time of life. Relax, worry less 
and chances are the pain will 
abate.

If we could see our mistakes 
in the making, diagnostic-wise, 
how much suffering we might 
be able to prevent! Both phy- 
sicians and patients will admit 
that medicine, in spite of its 
amazing discoveries and ad- 
vances in diagnosis and treat- 
ment, still has many shortcom- 
ings. Many a disease still 
thumbs its nose at us, daring 
us not only to be able to treat 
it, but to diagnose it. 

For example, consider the 
condition known as the stiff- 
man syndrome. Chances are 
that many of us never even 
heard of it. 

Yet, a case report was given 
about it by Drs. F. P. Moersch 
and H. W. Woltman as far 
back as 1956, at which time 
they described a series of 14 
cases, in 11 of which the pa- 
tients complained of stiffness, 
rigidity and tightness of the 
muscles. 

Not just any ordinary little 
stiffness you or I might have 
in early morning, or after in- 
tense physical activity - but 
severe enough to make the 
muscles of the abdomen board- 
like, and cause extreme rigid- 
ity in the muscles of the back 
and in the legs.

For example, one patient 
with persistent pain because 
of the terrible stiffness and 
spasms of her thigh and back 
muscles was called a narcotic 
addict because of her constant 
pleas for something to help 
the exquisite pain.

HYPERVENTILATION 
BRINGS ON ANXIETY 

There is much anxiety in the 
world. Much of it is brought 
on by factors over which we 
have little control. 

What have we little folk on 
this globe to say about hydro- 
gen bombs? All we can do is 
hope that our leaders and those 
in other countries retain some 
semblance of humanness and 
never put these destructive 
powers to further test. 

But all we powerless pawns 
can do (if you'll excuse the 
penny-arcade rhetoric) is pray 
that everything will come out 
all right for our children and 
theirs. Meanwhile we are bur- 
dened with anxiety. 

But I have seen many pa- 
tients who have unconsciously 
brought anxiety upon them- 
selves. They are the victims of 
a syndrome we now recognize 
as hyperventilation. Patients 
with this condition may suffer 
the jitters occasionally; or, in 
more severe cases, are always 
exceedingly anxious and frigh- 
tened, their pulse races, they 
perspire, they feel faint. 
They’re just plain scared most 
of the time. 

REASON: OVERBREATHING 

For years we doctors over- 
looked the cause. At last, and 
not too many years ago, we 
discovered that these patients 
were overbreathing. Not ne- 
cessarily deeply. but too often 
and too fast. Asa result, there 
comes an imbalance between 
carbon diooxide and oxygen in 
the blood, which brings about

upon recognizing that hyper- 
ventilation is present; and 
learning to control excessive 
respiration. Some people 
bring on symptoms by too fre- 
quent sighing of which they 
are unaware; some by yawning 
a lot. 

Sometimes taking sedatives 
and tranquilizers helps, But it’s 
the realization and the neutra- 
lization of the habit which is 


the real cure. For example, 
consider this letter: 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn; On 


several occasions during the 
past few years I’ve read about 
hyperventilation in your col- 
umns. Never paid any atten- 


tion until it hit me. Let me tell- 


you of my experience. 


I had been taking speech 
lessons for about a year (for 
general improvement) and had 
spent a great deal of time on 
correct deep breathing. I be- 
gan to develop symptoms of 
faintness and being unable to 
stay in a room for a lecture, 
conference, concert, or even 
in church, T thought of resing- 
ing my job but realized that 
if I took such an anxiety con- 
dition with me, that the next 
job would be just as unsatis- 
factory. 


PUT ON ROAD TO RELIEF 
Then I read your recent 
column on hyperventilation, 
and for the first time realized 
what my trouble might be. I 
know all cases of anxiety are 
not due to it, but many are. I 
almost shouted for joy, because 
I knew I could bring about a

was my trouble. I had believ- 


ed that something was  ser- 
iously wrong. 
I went to another speech 


teacher (did not tell her my 
symptoms) but told her I was 
breathing incorrectly and ask- 
ed her to give me some train- 
ing to reconstruct or ease my 
breathing. 


Gradually my breathing im- 
proved. I did not return to the 
original shallow chest breath- 
ing but developed a natural, 
easy way of breathing — in 
which my diaphragm area 
would expand and go out gent- 
ly as I breathed. As my brea- 
thing improved I gradually re- 
covered from all those horrible 
symptoms and had no more 
difficulty. 


I'd like to add this, Dr. 
Steincrohn: In gymnastic clas- 
ses students are sometimes 
taught to “suck in their dia- 
phragms” and expand their 
chests. This can lead to upper 
chest breathing — and in some 
cases, to hyperventilation. Cor- 
rect breathing is such a subtle 
thing that it makes good sense 
to check up on it. Thanks a- 
gain for everything, Miss X.

cussing a pay increase for a 
court reporter, Olga Cook, who 
will be retiring in three years. 

The finance committee 
recommended increasing her 
salary for $3,500 to $5,000 an- 
nually with the stipulation 
that the $1,500 annual fee 
from the magistrate’s office be 
discontinued. 

This would mean the county 
would be paying Miss Cook 
more money but through the 
new arrangement she would 
actually be taking home less 
money because her pension 
found contribution would in- 
crease. 

Miss Cook currently receives 
her income from two sources 
which gives her a total of 
$5,000 a year but her pension 
contributions are based only 
on the $3,500 she received 
from the county. 

Councillors were not sure 
yesterday just where the other 
$1,500 came from, some sug- 
gested it came from the On- 
tario government and some 
councillors said they thought 
it came from money collected 
in fines in the magistrate’s 
court, 

Reeve Campbell repeated 
his request for someone to be 
brought in to explain the sit- 
uation but he received no 
reply. 

Reeve Campbell then sug- 
gested the council should give 
Miss Cook a raise in salavy 
which would actually give her 
more money. He suggested in- 
cleasing her salary to $5,500 a 
year but some councillors said 
they couldn’t see laying out 
$2,000 in a salary increase. 
Reeve Campbell made a mo- 
tion to include the additional 
$500 increase but the motion 
was lost. 

Reeve Campbell said the 
county was cheap and mean. 

Rev. J. B. Harrison, reeve of 
Fenelon Falls suggested the 
county give Miss Cook a $500 
increase to $4,000 and forget 
about the other $1,500 but 
County Warden George Fin- 
hey opposed that move. 

Warden Finney said he was

The Victoria County coun- 
cil, meeting in committee of 
the whole on welfare, today 
yoted 15 to 12 in favour of 
setting up a County welfare 
unit. An earlier motion to 
take no action on the mat- 
ter at this session was defeat- 
ed by the same margin. 

Considerable discussion 
preceded the yote on the 
question. Speaking on the 
rehabilitation aspect of wel- 
fare administration, warden 
George Finney noted that 
many parts of welfare are 
not constructive, “The only 
part that is constructive is 
rehabilitation of the wage 
earner, and if this is not ac- 
complished at most within 
twelve months the job gets 
pretty difficult” said the war- 
den. € 

Continuing, Mr. Finney 
said the environment created 
by “providing food and fuel” 
is not the best that can be de- 
sired. “It is the people and 
their welfare we should be 
concerned with, and I think 
the creating of a county wel- 
fare unit may be the answer” 
said the Lindsay reeve. 

Emily deputy-reeve 
ward Lowes said ke had some 
belief in offering a man re- 
ceiving welfare assistance a 
job. “If he is not fit for the 
job we should try to rehabili- 
tate him so as to qualify for 
the job.” Continuing Mr. 
Lowes said the recent wel- 
fare experience at Omemee 
was actually the responsibil- 
ity of Emily Township. “I am 
sure a qualified relief officer 
could have handled it better” 
said the deputy-reeve. 

“What do we do (in wel- 
fare administration) to help 
wage earners to get along?” 
asked Hlidon deputy-reeve 
Harvey Coathup. “The child- 
ren. are the important con- 
sideration” he continued, 
contending that townships 
that do not have any welfare 
recipients should be willing 
to assist in helping the less 
fortunate ones in _ other) 
townships.

Victoria county councillors yesterday 
voted themselves a substantial increase 
in their stipend for council and com- 
mittee meetings. The current $1b a 
day for council meetings has been rais- 
ed to $18 a day and the current $12 a 
day for committee meetings has been 
raised to $15.

“The work is hard and Working con- 
ditions are strenuous.”

Canoeists can expect to paddle a- 
bout 50 strokes a minute 12 hours a 
day, and experiénce all the conditions 
that the early voyagetrs encountered: 
tough portages, turbulant rivers, and 
both the hardships and pleasires of 


outdoor living. 

Ontario paddlers will join a 6-man 
canoe crew from each of the provinces 
in the 1967 Voyageour Canoe Pageant 
competition during Canadian Centen- 
nial obseryances. This Centennial 
Year Pageant will focus attention on 
historic episodes and adventures of 
early Canada when voyageurs were an 
essential part of life in a wild and 
sparsely inhabited land. 

Contemporary voyageurs will start 
their trek at Rocky Mountain House, 
high in the Alberta Rockies, late in May 
next year. Their journey ts scheduled 
to end in Montreal in early September. 

Canoeists will race the distances 
between major centres and then par- 
ticipate in short-sprint competitions at 
many stops along their route. Pad- 
dlers, clad in colourful costumes simi- 
lar to those Worn by the original voy- 
ageurs, will take part in local Centen- 
nial pageants and observances at the 
centres visited.

Our 
meetings will not only discuss Indians: 
their participation is the essential {n- 
gredient. It’s the Indian viewpoint we 
want to hear, their outlook we need to 
share on study action work.” 


Mr. Bedford feels the real success of 
Tillicum. could well stand or fall on the 
ability of the mixed groups to work 
together. One great unifying factor 
here is the universal concern for child- 
ren, 


“Hor many years Home and School 
has taken an active interest in the 
welfare of Indian children in an effort 
to uncover real problems and help work 
out solutions. Much remains to be 
done. Can you deny that integrated 
classrooms geared mainly to non-In- 
dian children often completely frus- 
trate Indian youngsters? And why 
don’t most Indian parents have a voice 
in decisions affecting the education of 
their own children?The Tillicum idea 
is to sit down with Indians, work on 
these and many other live issues. Goy- 
ernment leaders have shown they are 
open and sympathetic to realistic, care- 
fully thought-out reform proposals.” 


Mr. Bedford encourages olitside in- 
terest. “Understanding and support 
from the entiré non-Indian world is vit- 
ally important to the Indian who yet 
must he free to decide his own way of 
life.

Improving the enlargement 


Last week we discussed the 
making of enlargements, and 
how “burning in” the high- 
lights, and holding back the 
light from the shadow areas, 
could greatly improve ‘the 
quality of most prints. 

You probably ended up with 
a clean looking picture with 
pleasing blacks, lots of shadow 
detail, and with nicely model- 
led highlights. Even at that 
there were probably white 
spots or fine white lines show- 
ing up in the print, caused by 
dust particles settling on the 
negative, or by minute scrat- 
ches on the back of the nega- 
tive and these blemishes must 
be removed from the print. 

There may also be black 
spots or lines, due to scratches 
on the emulsion side of the 
film, as distinct from the 
white-causing scratches on the 
back, or there may be small 
piece of the emulsion removed 
from the film by a dig from a 
finger nail, or may be, even a 
clear spot due to an “air-bell” 
forming during the develop- 
ing. 

In the majority of cases these 
blemishes must be removed by 
etching, or light scaping with 
a very sharp knife. Too much 
pressure will most likely make 
a hole in the paper itself, so 
will prolonged scratching at 
the spot. Sometimes the spot 
can be removed by spotting io- 
dine in the solution of potas- 
sium iodide, on the end of a 
wooden tooth-pick. When the 
spot is lightened up enough, 


another tooth-pick is used to 
apply a plain hypo solution, 
which clears the iodine stain, 
and the silver that formed the 
black spot. If reduction is 
carried a little too far, it is very 
easily corrected as explained in 
the next paragraph. A solu- 
tion of potassium ferricyanide 
and hypo, called “Fanmers re- 
ducer” can be used instead of 
the iodine, but the iodine me- 
thod is the best chemical 
means. 

The white spots are simpler 
to cover than the black ones. 
A selection of lead pencils, 
ranging from “B” to “4H” 
will take care of practically 
any spotting to be done ona 
paper that has a sheen on its 
surface. This excludes glossy 
or ferrotyped prints. A set of 
Kodak Spotting Colours, or a 
similar product, is useful for 
the matt surfaced prints, as 
they dry with a dull finish. 
They come in three colours; 
black, white and sepia. 

Any shade of grey that can 
be found in a black and white 
print, can be mixed with the 
black and white colours, and 
are applied with a “spotting 
brush” gradually building up 
the light spots until they are 
of the same density as the sur- 
rounding area. 

The spotting colours are of- 
ten useful for building up the 
spots on areas that are almost 
black, on the semi-gloss, or 
satin finish papers. If a spot- 
ting colour of the previously 
mentioned type is applied to

Widening the Employment Horizen—for job seekers 


The primary purpose of the Manpower 
Mobility Program is to provide financial 
assistance to Canadian workers who are 
unemployed and find it necessary to move 
to other areas in Canada of greater em- 
ployment opportunity. The program is 
national in scope providing for loans or 
grants to workers and their families to 
cover the cost of moving and resettlement 


Q. Who is eligible for a loan or grant? 
A. You are eligible:— 

(a) if there is little or no chance of 
getting a suitable job in your 
home area, 

(b) if there is suitable employment 
ayailable elsewhere for which 
you will be hired, and a shortage 
of qualified workers, 

(c) and if there is a good chance that 
the new job will. result in your 

rmanent resettlement. 
You are ELIGIBLE FOR A LOAN— 
if you are either unemployed or under 
notice of permanent layoff within 30 
days from the day you apply for a loan. 
You are ELIGIBLE FOR A GRANT— 
if you, have been unemployed for at 
least four of the six months preceding 
the date you apply for a grant; 
or 


Have completed a provincially approved 
training course or a program of yoca- 
tional rehabilitation and re-establishment 
during the previous three months; 
or 

Are a former automobile or auto parts 
worker eligible for Transitional Assist- 
ance Benefit in respect of layoff, 


or 

Are a key skilled worker needed by an 

employer who received a development 

grant under the Area Development 

Incentive Act. 

Q. How do I apply? 

A. You apply at the nearest office of 
the National Employment Service. 
Give them the facts, and they will 
relate your experience and training 
to ayailable job opportunities, first 
locally and then in other areas. 

Q. How much of the cost of moving will 
a loan or grant cover? 

A. For a worker with dependents, a 
Joan or grant will pay for the actual 
cost of transportation of himself and 
his dependents, inclading meals and 
overnight accommodation. Also 
covered is the actual cost of moving 
most household and personal effects. 

Q. And the costs of resettlement in the 
new arca? 

A. For those with dependents, resetthe~ 
ment allowances are $200 cach for 
the worker and his wife and $100 for 
each additional dependent, up to a 
maximum of $1,000. 


when it is clear that the move is in their 
own and the country’s best interests. The 
Manpower Mobility Program is an im- 
portant part of the Government of Cana- 
da’s over-all manpower program which, 
within the framework of general economic 
policy, is designed to help maintain full 
employment and make the best possible 
use of the country’s manpower resources. 


Q. What about a worker without de- 

pendents? 

A. For a worker without dependents 
actual transportation costs are paid 
but loans and grants do not cover 
the movement of household and 
personal effects. There is a resettle- 
ment allowance of $100 for those 
receiving loans. Those receiving 
grants can also receive this resettle- 
ment allowance as a loan, not a 
grant. 

. How is a loan repaid? 

Normally, in not more than 20 

monthly instalments beginning four 

months after the loan is made. 

Interest is 534% per annum. 

Q. Is there anything else I should know? 

A. Yes, if you have obtained a loan or 

grant and need a medical exam- 
ination to obtain a suitable job, 
then an additional grant may be 
made to cover the cost. If you have 
moyed somewhere to look for a job 
before this program came into effect, 
you may be eligible for a loan or 
grant. For more information—check 
your local N.E-S. office.

Duck Hunts Bag Less 
Sportsmen must content themselves 
with smaller bags when shooting for 
ducks and must forego entirely for a 
period of years the pleasure of hunting 
the whirring partridge, the elusive 
black and grey squirrels, the quail and 
Hungarian partridge and the caper- 
cailizie if changes proposed in the 
Game and Fisheries Act become ef- 
fective.

chomping at the bit — but 
they are not ready yet.” He 
said the youth-worker was 
caught between teenagers and 
adults. Mr. Everall said youth 
workers must retain the good- 
will of adults and at the same 
time keep the trust of the 
young people. “They walk a- 
long the razor’s edge,” he 
added. He said youth-workers 
had to keep one foot in the 
teenage world and one foot in 
the adult world, which was dif- 
ficult, but necessary. 


BLAMES ADULTS 

Mr. Everall blamed adults 
for the actions and attitude of 
teenagers. He blamed adults 
for criticizing the actions of 
teenagers unfairly and on the 
other hand giving teenagers 
too much materially. 


He said young people get far 
too much money. Teachers, he 
said, have difficulting finding 
a parking space at the high 
school because the students 
have parked their cars there 
— often bigger and better 
cars than the teachers drive. 


“We can’t make them into 
the kind of people we were 
when we were young,” Mr. 
Everall told the meeting. He 
said teenagers should not be 
forced without reason but 
should be understood and guid- 
ed by adults. 


“Stop criticizing teenagers 
and start understanding them,” 
he demanded. 

Mr. Everall pointed out he 
has been disappointed by teen- 
agers but he has been disap- 
pointed more often by adults. 
He said when a teenager goes 
to court on a theft charge 
people say he typifies the 
teenager of today, and yet 
when an adult goes to court on 
a theft charge — and there 
are more of them — nothing is 
said. It is all right, he said. 


Mr. Everall urged adults to 
help young people, without jput- 
ting a silver spoon in their 
mouths,

Metal-Art creations. 


Ambitions to become an ar- 
tist in his younger days had to 
be laid aside until retirement 
years, by L. C. Churcher, of 
9 Sussex S., Lindsay. 

As a young boy in Ports- 
mouth, England, his artistic a- 
bility was well-established and 


lhe made sketches and draw- 


ings and sold them to tour- 
ists in his home town. At the 
age of 11 he won a country- 
wide competition for drawing. 

Mr. Churcher came to Can- 
ada in 1912 but returned for 
the war of 1914 - 18, return- 
ing to Canada in 1919. He 
worked for 12 years with the 
C.P.R. and C.N.R, Joint Com- 
munications Office in Simcoe, 
Ontario. When the depression 
came he was bumped from 
this railroad position. It was 
at this time that he entered the 
steel fabrication business 
where he learned a great deal 
about metals, For instance, he 
learned that spilled molten me- 
tals could take on interesting 
designs. 

It was about this time that he 
came up with an original idea 
for his Metal-Art which is de- 
finitely something excitingly 
new, and beautiful, and cannot 
be copied. It is an art form 
that is a pleasure to see and 
enjoy, and an art form that is 
permanent, 

It must be said that this 
form of modern art bears no 
relation to the usual types of 
modern art. The more one 
looks at it, fhe more one ad- 
mires it; and some of it is now 
on display in Ottawa and also 
in Toronto. 

A number of art buyers and 
interior decorators have shown 
a decided interest in this new 
art, which fo be appreciated, 
has to be viewed in all its 
glowing colours. 

Metal Art is made from Alu- 
minum alloy which is purchas- 
ed by Mr. Churcher in 25 to 
30 pound ingots. He then melts 


the ingots in a crucible, in a 
gas furnace, A rough sketch of 
the design is drawn, and the 
hot metal then poured. The me-

tal does not follow the sketch 
too closely buf assumes inter- 
esting shapes and designs in 
a variety of textures. This is 
then painted with the best ar- 
tist’s colours, and protective 
coats of varnishes and finishes 
are added to make it imper- 
vious to elements of any kind. 

It took years of proving be- 
fore Metal-Art was created; 
and it is now an accomplished 
hobby. However, now that it 
has outgrown the hobby stage, 
and requests for it have be- 
come frequent, Mr. Churcher 
has decided that Metal-Art will 
be available in a limited num- 
ber, exclusive in design, with 
no duplications now, or ever. 

On modern art, Mr. Chur- 
cher says that great deal of it 
has become nothing but col- 
ourless daubs, unattractive, 
meaningless and an affront to 
the intelligence of the viewer in 
general, Sculpture, in his opin- 
ion has become largely, shape- 
less, ugly masses of metal or 
rock which should have been 
fed back to the crusher or 
smelter before it was ever ex- 
posed to public view. He admits 
that this stuff sells (at outra- 
geous prices) and agrees that 
the sellers at least have the 
ART of selling. |

Toronto art dealer 


addresses Guild 


“Art should be for all of us. 
The mark of an artist is sincer- 
ity and sacrifice,” said Mr. 
Stephen Sobot, whose own Art 
Gallery is on Cumberland 
Street in Toronto. He was 
addressing the Lindsay Art 
Guild at its March Meeting in 
the Board Room of L.C.V.I. 

Mr. Sobot was a good ex- 
ample of his definition, as his 
words moved and stimulated 
his artloving hearers, He 
brought with him an exhibition 
which he called a cross-section 
of works with which he likes 
to surround himself, paintings 
by artists who are expressing 
themselves. “A form of ex- 
pression,” the speaker confid- 
ed, “which helped me to find 
myself.” 

Describing Rembrandt, the 
great 17th Cent. Dutch painter, 
as a realist but unorthodox in 
his time, he said thé artist later 
wanted to express his feelings, 
and so drew less and less from 
nature and more from himself. 
The expressionist, he stated, 
has a base in reality, while an 
abstract painter’s work is a 
phlosophical expression of his 
feelings. He creates the mood 
he feels at the time. A work of 
art, however, is judged by the 
test of time. “History makes 
the painters,” he said, adding, 
“One of the artists whose mo- 
dern works are already consi- 
dered timeless is Mare Chagall. 

The sacrificial side of Mr. 
Sobot’s character was shown 
by his having with him a large 
original by this 19th centuny 
Russian painter, called Spring. 
Mr. Sobot risked bringing this 
extremely valuable picture in 
his car, to show the Lindsay 
group. 

A good water colour painter 
knows one thing, the source of 
texture is in the paper itself, he 
noted. An example was a 
spontaneous painting called 
mother and child by George 
Forgie, a young modern con- 
sistantly winning awards at 
water colour exhibits. 

Many of the pictures showed 
new techniques. Bruce Hend 
used ink of many colours on 
paper mounted on masonite. 
John Elphish’s Autumn Hill- 
side made use of the swirling 
fibres of rice paper in his com- 
position, a montage. Some 
artists used new plastics such 
as acrilic polymar. A structure

Farm Credit Corporation reports 
steady increase in number of loa: 


The Farm Credit Corpora- 
tion which succeeded the Ca- 
nadian Farm Loan Board in 
1959 reports a steady increase 
in the number of loans since 
1959. In the eleven months 
from April 1st, 1965 to Febru- 
ary 28th, 1966, the Corpora- 
tion in Ontario approved 2,179 
loans for a total of $42,148 000. 
This is an increase of 22% 
over the some period of 
one year ago. This indicates 
that the Corporation is contin- 
uing to meet farmer’s needs 
for increased long term mort- 
gage credit. 

During this period outlined 
above 27 loans were approved 
in Durham County for a total 
of $601,200. or an average of 
$22,266. per loan, Victoria 
County farmers received 18 
loans for a total of $426,300, 
or an average of $23,686. and 
farmers in Peterborough 
County received 14 loans to- 
talling $217,600. for a $15,- 
543, average. Loans in these 
counties ranged from $55,000, 
to $3,700, 

These loans were used for 
various agricultural purposes 
mainly for the purchasing of 
farm or far additional land in 
the expansion of present farm 
units. Other purposes includ- 
ed basic herd livestock, equip- 
ment, permanent improve- 
ments such as new buildings, 
building repairs and remodel- 
ing, land clearing, fencing and 
lile draining. 


All types of farmers receive 
loans and in these three coun- 
ties loans were made on tobac- 
co, cash crop, sow operation, 
feeder hogs, dairy fluid milk, 
dairy processing, milk, apples, 
small fruits, vegetables, can- 
ning crops, greenhouses, lay- 
ing hens, broilers, beef cow 
herds and beef feeder lots,

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Canada’s Capital — 1967 


Through the magical effects of ster- 
eophonic sound and the dramatic use 
of special colour lighting, the fascin- 
ating story of the building of a nation 
will unfold in a 40-minute “Son et Lu- 
miere” presentation planned for the 
Centennial Year in Canada’s capital. 

Highlights from Canada’s history 
will be portrayed through the dramatic 
blending of lighting effects, voices, 
special sound effects and music in two 
evening presentations each summer 
night, utilizing the Parliament Buil- 
dings and surrounding area, as the 
focal point. 

Ottawa's Centennial “Son et Lum- 
{ere’” is being produced by Legendrama 
Productions Ltd., of Toronto, of which 
Mavor Moore is president. Legen- 
drama has produced the only other 
sound and light presentation in Can- 
ada -- at Hamilton’s Dundurn Castle 
and at Upper Canada Village on the 
St. Lawrence River. 

The Capital Hill presentation will 
be the largest and most spectacular 
presentation of its kind ever seen in 
Canada and will be the first time any 
national capital has ever been drama- 
tized in this manner. 

Visitors will be seated at dusk in a 
permanent 1000-seat amphitheatre to 
be constructed at Nepean Point Park 
some 1,500 feet from the actual illum- 
ination area surrounding the Parlia- 
ment Buildings. 

Sounds of days-long-past will return 
as the script unfolds, retelling the ad- 
ventures of the men who built Canada 
from its earliest days. 

The immense task of creating a na- 
tion as we now know it -- the hard- 
ships and triumphs of the pioneers, the 
strength and character of the hardy 
men and women who were to conceive 
Canada as a nation—will be portrayed 
in such a manner that no visible actors 
will be equired. 

Legendrama’s General Manager Bric 
Handbury says the show will be com- 


pletely automated with all sound ef- 
fects and lighting techniques pro- 
grammed through a central control 
booth to be located close to the area, 

“No visible actors are used although 
by stereophonie effects created by 
multiple speakers, their footsteps and 
voices move unforgettably along the 
tree-lined walks, through the buildings 
and in some cases among the audi- 
ence,” he explains. 

Basic script for the Centennial “Son 
et Lumiere” has been assigned and 
will be writteen during the coming 
months, Details and specific highlights 
have not been determined but it is 
planned to feature the spectacular 
1916 fire which consumed the Parlla- 
ment Buildings as a grand finale. 

“This is our peak effect,” says 
Handbury. “Suddenly -- the call of 
Fire! The entire centre block is being 
consumed by flames, with highly real- 
istic sounds of a big building burning 
very close to us, red lights dancing 
and flickering over real smoke. The 
shouts of the volunteers and the loud- 
est possible sound effects will be heard 
as the walls tumble down and the Cen- 
tre Block is levelled, 

‘From here the epic draws swiftly 
to a close. After the fire will come si- 
lence and darkness. Then the portray- 
al of the swift reconstruction of the 
buildings will symbolize the building 
of Canada itself as a nation.” 

“Son et Lumiere” while quite unlike 
film, television or the legitimate stage, 
is still very much theatre and guests 
will be treated to the conventional pre- 
curtain moments of the “house lights” 
dimming in the seating area before 
the first crashing bars of a specially- 
written overture are heard and the 
massive scale of the performance is 
established. 

While specifically a Centennial year 
project, the capital’s ‘Son et Lumiere” 
will be carried on each year and will 
become a permanent tourist attraction, 
it is hoped.

Sikh Separatist Moveme nt in Punjab 


(CP) — Political troubles with the 
Sikhs in India are creating new prob- 
lems for the nation’s woman prime 
minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi. 


There are ten and a half million Sikhs 
in northwestern India. This is a small 
minority in a nation of 470 million pop- 
ulation. However, the Sikh commun- 
ity, following a vigorous 500-year-old 
religion and philosophy, is tightly knit. 
The members are the best farmers in 
India, and they also are the best sold- 
jers, and are among the best political 
agitators. 

The Sikhs fear their relatively small 
community will be swamped in the vast 
population of India and the nation’s 
many religions and cultures, They 
want their distinctive identity legally 
recognized by the government of New 
Delhi. 

As a first step, the Sikhs are demand- 
ing their own state where their Pun- 
jabi language would be spoken offic- 
jally. They want the state to be com- 
posed of Punjab State—plus parts of 
three neighbouring areas, Rajasthan, 
Himachal and Kashmir, 

New Delhi always has resisted this 
idea, realizing it would be a prelude, 
probably, to a demand for complete 
autonomy — or even independence, 
This could start an avalanche of Sep- 
aratist Movements among other min- 
ority groups that form the Indian Un- 
lon. 


Mrs. Gandhi's father, the Jate Prime 
Minister Anehru, feared this, So did 
the man who followed him, the late 
Prime Minister Shastri, Now Mrs. 
Gandhi is finding her rule of India en- 
ormously complicated by Sikh politi- 
cal demands. 

Last week the governing Congress 
Party went a long way bowing to the 


s { 


demands. The party’s working com- 
mittee recommended that the govern- 
ment form a new state for the Sikhs, 
based on language lines. The Gon- 
gress Party leaders realized that com- 
munal tension has been building up in 
the Punjab in recent months, and 
there might be serious trouble if the 
Sikhs did not get their way. 

Once the Congress Party accepted 
the idea of a Sikh State, the strongest 
leader of the Sikhs, Sant Fateh Singh, 
co-operated with Mrs. Gandhi’s gov- 


ernment in trying to keep tempers in — 


check. 
The trouble came from another 
source — a right-wing Hindu group 


called Jan Sangh. It demands that 
Hindi be the national language. It vi- 
olently protested the proposal to set 
up a Sikh State with Punjabi the offic- 
jal language. Riots broke out in Pun- 
jab and briefly in New Delhi, looters 
and arsonists clashed with police in 
many Punjab cities. 

Although Singh kept his warrior-like 
people in check for the most part, 
there were some direct clashes be- 
tween the Hindus and Sikhs, 

Among leaders arrested for stirring 
up trouble was a chief of the Sikh fac- 
tion that feels the partition plan does 
not go far enough. This faction in- 
sists that nothing but complete self- 
determination will satisfy the Sikhs. 

Sikh leaders threatened a major po- 
litical push against the Shastri gov- 
ernment Jast September, The push 
was postponed when the war with Pak- 
istan broke out. The Sikhs entered 
the fighting with gusto, forgetting their 
quarrels with New Delhi. 

Now that the situation is quiet on the 
border, the Sikhs are once again shak- 
ing out the old banners and slogans, 
and New Delhi is the target.

As part of the programme, parents are 
urged to start their children’s periodic 
visits to the dentist soon after the 
primary teeth have appeared — usually 
by the time a child reaches the age of 
three. These so-called “baby-teeth”, 
thought by many parents to be of little 
or no long-range importance, actually 
perform an invaluable function in main- 
taining the proper space for the perm- 
anent teeth that are to follow, in addi- 
tion to helping the child te chew, eat 
and speak properly. 


According to the Ontario Dental As- 
sociation, a child who loses a primary 
tooth too early should, in most cases, 
be fitted with a space maintainer. By 
this preventive service it is possible to 
hold a space for the developing perm- 
anent tooth so it may come in straight. 
Much needed expense of straightening 
crooked teeth can thus be prevented. 

During the child’s first dental exami- 
nation, the dentist checks for proper 
jaw and facial development, shifting 
teeth, poor bite and other dental prob- 
lems that can be detected at an early 
age. If these problems are not cor- 
rected when the child is young, they 


School nurses and 


Approximately 1650 students attend 
the LGVI at the present time and by 
next year the figure is expected to be 
nearer 1800, Yet the school does not 
have a registered nurse in attendance. 

The matter was discussed again at 
the High School Board meeting Wed- 
nesday night and Medical Officer of 
Health Dr. Norma Gill and _ school 
principal W. S. W. Breese made another 
plea for a nurse for the school. De- 
spite this, many members of the board 
do not seem to see the necessity and 
the urgency of the situation. 

In recent months at the LCVI child- 
ren have broken legs, dislocated 
shoulders, cut themselves and suffered 
concussion. Yet they are denied the 
comfort and solace of a nurse until 
medical attention can be obtained. 

The argument that the Ross Mem- 
orial Hospital is close by is no argu- 
ment at all. When a child tells a 
teacher he Is feeling ill, how is the 
teacher to know whether the child is 
really feeling il] or malingering? The 
teachers should not be put in this situa- 
tion. 

It is understood that one of the 
English teachers is a former nurse and 
that she is called when necessary. This 
{s also unsatisfactory. The teacher is 
not paid for this dual job and the re- 
sponsibility should not be thrust upon 
her.

Board are literally gambling with 
children’s lives at the L.C.V.J. If they 
do not do something about the situa- 
tion, then it must be considered they 


do not have the welfare of the children 
at heart.

Pointing out that 75% of five year 
old Canadian children already have 
tooth decay, the Ontario Association 
offers a four-point programme to keep 
teeth healthy. 

1. Regular and proper brushing im- 
mediately after meals. Scientists ex- 
plain that bacteria in the mouth caus- 


es food particles to release acids” 


strong enough to dissolve tooth enam- 
el. Tooth-decaying acids mean cavit- 
ies, tooth damage and sometimes tooth 
loss. Brushing teeth and cleaning 
them immediately after meals removes 
food particles from the teeth and 
helps prevent decay. 

2. Diet. Foods containing lots of 
sugar are a major cause of tooth decay. 
Cutting down on sweets and substitut- 
ing fruits and other “cleaning” foods 
for between-meals snacks can help 
prevent oral diseases. 

3. Regular visits to the dentist. 
Periodic check-ups enable the dentist 
to detect difficulties before they re- 
quire extensive treatment. Neglect 
can be costly — both in terms of money 
and, more important, in terms of teeth 
lost. 

4, Fluoridation’ The Ontario Dent- 
al Association favors fluoridation of 
public water supplies as means of pre- 
venting most tooth decay. It has been 
found that children who have been 
drinking water containing one part per 
milion fluoride from birth have up to 
65 per cent less tooth decay.

A LOVELIER YOU 


FASHION LESSON BY MONDRIAN: Pardon the para- 
phrase, but: Who is Mondrian, what is he that fashion 
swains adore him? 

Piet Mondrian made a study of space—how to decrease 
or expand a surface with line. His effects are optical 
illusions, of course, but wonderfully convincing. Mondrian- 
inspired fashions, with their linear patterns, offer a dia- 
grammatic lesson in how line resizes your figure. 

Let’s see how it works: With half-closed eyes, study 
the “boxes” in the above illustration. Which is the highest, 
which the widest? 

Box 1 appears higher than the others, doesn't it? Box 
2 seems widest. Yet, if you measured, you'd find that the 
boxes are perfect squares with the same dimensions. The 
dissecting lines are what trick the eye. 

The strong vertical slashing through Box 1 draws the 
eye upward and fools it into seeing an object as taller or 
thinner. Quite oppositely, the horizontal across Box 2 
creates a wide, squat look. The diagonal, bisecting Box 3 
like a beauty contestant’s ribbon, decreases dimension by a 
fraction. The line is used for its grace and eye-apneal. 

Those principles were never more clearly demonstrated 
than in Mondrian fashions. So study the Mondrians, 
although you may never wear one. You'll get an unforget- 
table lesson on how the lines of any garment (suit, upper 
tight) can better or worsen your figure proportions.

GLAZED PICNIC SHOULDER 

4 or 5 pound ready-to-eat 
smoked picnic shoulder; %4 
cup corn syrup or liquid honey 
Whole cloves; 42 cup brown 
sugar; 1 tablespoon flour; 1 
teaspoon dry mustard; Orange 
juice. 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 
Place the picnic shoulder, fat 
side up, on a rack in a shallow 
baking pan. If a meat thermo- 
meter is being used, insert it 
into the thickest part of the 
picnic so the tip does not rest 
on bone or fat. 

Bake, uncovered, in the pre- 
heated 325 degree oven for 20 
to 25 minutes per pound or un- 
til meat thermometer reads 
130 degrees. 

About 30 minutes before the 
picnic is done, remove it from 
the oven. Carefully cut off 
any skin. Slash fat in 1-inch 
diamonds. Brush surface of 
meat with the corn syrup or 
liquid honey. Stud with whole 
cloves. 

Combine the brown sugar, 
flour and dry mustard. Add 
just enough orange juice to 
make a thick paste. Spread 
this paste over surface of the 
picnic. 

Return to the 325 degree 


KNOWING FOOD VALUES 
IMPORTANT FOR HEALTH 
Vitality and vivaciousness 
are words often used today. 
They are signs of buoyant good 
good health, and good health 
is just what is required for 
living in this space age. Food 
is the source of the nutrients 
— carbohydrates, fats, pro- 
teins, vitamins ,and minerals 
— which are necessary for 
health. But how and why are 
these nutrients acquired? 
Home economists at Macdon- 
ald Institute, Guelph, give 
some of the answers. 
Carbohydrates are the sug- 
ars and starches found in 
breads, flours, sugars cereals, 
and pastes. They act as fuel 
which is converted into energy 
for daily activities. These 
daily activities determine the 
amount of carbohydrates used 
If excess carbohydrate is pre- 
sent it is stored as fat, while 
too little leaves a person list- 
less and tired. 
Fats, in large quantities, 
are found in fat meats, mayon- 
naise, and nuts as well as but- 
ter and oils. Fats, too, provide 
energy — twice as much as 
that gained from an equal 
amount of carbohydrates. Cer- 
tain fat soluble vitamins are 
dissolved in fats. 

Proteins, in the complete 
form, are provided by animal 
foods such as milk, meats, 
eggs, cheese, and fish. They 
are especially necessary dur- 
ing periods of growth and ill- 


oven. Continue to bake, un- 
covered, for another 30 min- 
utes. Baste frequently with 
the glazing mixture that drips 
into the pan. 

To make carving easier, al- 
low the glazed picnic to stand 
for about 15 minutes before 
serving. 

Note: A cook-before-eating 
smoked picnic shoulder can be 
baked and glazed in the same 
way. Since it must be cooked 
until well done, bake it for 
about 35 minutes per pound or 
until meat thermometer reads 
170 degrees.

Everyone requires certain 
amounts of these nutrients 
each day. To be sure of the 
adequate proportions, become 
acquainted with Canada’s Food 
guide and follow it. Good 
health is essential.

A. Mix as directed on the 
package, then take a tray of 
ice cubes, put them into a plas- 
tic bag, and drop the hag into 
the gelatin and swish around 
for a few minutes.

This recipe for Creamed 
Shrimp with Savoury Biscuits 
is an excellent recipe for either 
family eating, company dining 
or luncheon with “the girls.” 

Creamed Shrimp 
With Savoury Biscuits 
Yield — 6 - 8 servings 

2 tins (734 ounces) large 
shrimp; 3 tablespoons butter; 
3 tablespoons flour; 2 cups 
milk; 1 cup chicken boullon; 
1 tablespoon instant minced 
onions; 1 tin (10 ounces) whole 
mushrooms; 1 tin (10 ounces) 
green peas, drained; 1 teaspoon 
salt; %4 teaspoon pepper; 1% 
cups once-sifted all-purpose 
flour; 4 teaspoons baking pow- 
der; % teaspoon salt; 1 tea- 
spoon thyme; % cup shorten- 
ing; % cup milk. 

Drain shrimp. Combine but- 
ter and flour in top of large 
double boiler, Add milk and 
chicken bouillon slowly and 
cook until thickened. Add in- 
stant onions, mushrooms, 
green peas and shrimp, Stir 
well. Pour mixture into a 10- 
cup casserole, 

Preheat oven to 400 deg. F. 
(hot). Sift together into a mix- 
ing bowl, the flour, baking 
powder and salt. Stir in thyme. 
Cut in shortening until it re- 
sembles coarse meal. Add 
milk all at once. Mix lightly 
with a fork until well blended. 
Turn out into a lightly floured 
board and knead 10 seconds. 
Pat or roll to 1-inch thickness. 
Cut with a 3inch floured cut- 
ter into 8 biscuits. Arrange bis- 
cuits on top of creamed shrimp.

Last year a study group at 
St. Paul’s Anglican Church in 
Lindsay, as well as study 
groups and individuals across 
Canada and in many places in 
the world, studied Pierre Bur- 
ton’s controversial book, “The 
Comfortable Pew”. This year 
they are basing their discus- 
sions on “The Restless 
Church”, a series of answers 
to, and comments on, the ques- 
tions raised by Berton’s book, 
compiled by Canadian histori- 
an William Kilbourn. 

Kilbourn’s sequal consists 
primarily of specially commis- 
sioned essays by various 
people in and outside of the 
established churches. As with 
Berton’s book, this one is also 
published with the co-opera- 
tion of the Department of Reli- 
gious Education of the Angli- 
can Church of Canada. 


Also in the book is a selec- 
tion of reviews, editorials, let- 
ters and radio and television 
comments which followed in 
the wake of “The Comfortable 
Pew”. 


The material in the book is a 
reiteration or extension or re- 
buttal of ideas made by Mr. 
Berton a year ago and prob- 
ably for this reason the book 
js not as interesting as “The 
Comfortable Pew” or as force- 
ful.

NORMAL TEMPERATURE 
VARIES; DEPENDS ON 
THE INDIVIDUAL 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What 
is normal temperature? Mine 
rarely goes above 98, but I've 
been told it should be at least 
98.6, which is supposed to be 
normal. Anything to worry a- 
bout?—Mrs. H. 

Comment: The best way to 
answer is by asking a few ques- 
tions: What is a normal nose? 
What is normal height? Nor- 
mal weight? Normal appetite? 
Immediately you think there is 
not one nose, one height, one 
weight which fit the category 
of normal. It’s the average on 
which we base our definition 
of normal. 

After examining the temper- 
ature readings of many thon- 
sands of people, we have found 
that the average normal read- 
ing is 98.6 Fahrenheit. To ar- 
rive at that 98.6 average you 
may be sure that many normal 
persons were included whose 
readings were over 99 and un- 
der 98.6. What might be fev- 
er for one patient who has a 
temperature of 99.2 might be 
normal for somebody else. And 
as in your case, 98 may be nor- 
mal, while being subnormal 
for someone else. 

Temperatures vary from 
hour to hour in many normal 
persons, too. For example, it 
may be higher in the after- 
noon, after a meal, during ovu- 
lation, during excitement. It’s 
not unusual for the tempera- 
ture reading on admittance to 
a hospital to be a little higher 
than usual. By the time the pa- 


tient settles down and gets 
over his anxiety, you can ob- 
serve that the second or third 
reading on the chart-line is 
back to normal. Therefore, 
Mrs. H., I believe that your 
temperature readings of 98 
are of no significance. Be 
thankful you feel well and that 
your temperature is “within 
normal limits”.

INFECTIOUS 
MONOUCLESOSIS 

Mononuclesosis is fairly com- 


|mon, and often overlooked. In 


the mild cases all the patients 
may complain about are sore 
throat, fever, and some enlarg: 
ed neck glands. Jokingly call- 
ed “kissing disease”, because 
a patient believes he caught it 
from another “who has just 
got over mononucleosis”, it 
can often be much more than 
a joke. In a few cases, com- 
plications are so severe that a 
patient may have some form 
of enchephalitis or meningitis. 
Some cases often resemble 
hepatitis or leukemia. 

Therefore, it’s important to 
make the diagnosis as early as 
possible, because complete 
rest is one of the essentials 
of treatment. 

I have been reading of a 
new test which (according to 
an American Medical Associa- 
tion release) “can be done in 
less than two minutes in a phy- 
sician’s office, compared with 
the one and a half to five 
hours required by the earlier 
method (which could only be 
done in a hospital where equip-

SON IS ALLERGIC 
TO HORNET STINGS 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
son is allergic to yellow jacket 
stings. He turns very dark, be- 
comes unconscious and his 
blood pressure gets so low we 
) can’t feel his pulse. He is 85 
years old. Is there some kind 
of medicine he can carry that 
he can take as soon as he is 
stung? Any information will 
be appreciated.—Mrs. F. 


Comment: Has he been to 
an allergist? Better not pro- 
crastinate. As you must know 
by now, his life is in danger. 

The doctor will probably 
prescribe a kit for emergency 
measures=which will include a 
table that can be dissolved 
under the tongue to lessen the 
severity of the allergic react- 
ion. It may also contain a hy- 

' podermic which he will be 
taught to inject himself. 

But what is more important, 
the allergist will have him 
come back for a series of de 
sentization treatments to less- 
en any future reactions to 
stings. 

It’s difficult to run away 
from his danger. If one is al- 
lergic to chocolate or orange 
juice, the problem is easily 
overcome by abstinence, but 
stings are another matter. It’s 
not easy to hide from the crit- 
ters. 

I recall one instance in which 
a woman was stung in a thea- 
tre while attending a matinee. 
She was carried out on a stret- 
cher. She survived. You can 
be sure she underwent a series

of desentitizations.. She still 
carres an emergency kit. She 
is not so frightened now when- 
ever she goes outside, 

I suggest again that your 
son take immediate precan- 
tions against what may be a 
fatal allergic reaction in the

SERENDIPATHY MAY 
BE BETTER THAN 
SERENDIPITY? 

You are a pretty girl You 
see a drug store and decide to 
go in for an ice cream soda. AS 
you sit there, a movie scout 
sees you. He asks you to come 
to the studio to try out for a) 


part. You get a movie con- 
tract. That’s serendipity: 
finding something pleasant 


you weren't looking for. 

You go to the well for wat- 
er, You take a drink from the 
pucket. It doesn’t taste right. 
You have it investigated. Yep: 
You've struck it rich. There’s 
oil on your property. Serendi- 
pity! 

Definitions of serendipity 
vary, but the examples I’ve 
given underline it in a broad 
sense. 

Now, I’m taking the liberty 
to spawn another word: seren- 
dipathy. I define it as unex- 
pectedly finding something 
wrong or unpleasant health- 
wise. 

WHAT'S SERENDIPATHY 

You go to your doctor com- 
plaining of trouble with your 
vision, “I’ve had two or three 
changes of glasses during the 
past six months and they don’t 
seem to help. I think I need 
a fresh pair’. 


The eye doctor carefully ex- 
amines you. He tells you a 
dozen glass changes won't 
help. You have beginning 
glaucoma. 

Fortunately, he says, it’s 


months later you might be 
well on the way to complete 
blindness. 
That's what I call serendi- 
pathy: going to the doctor for 
an apparent minor ,ailment 
and discovering early the be- 
ginning of a serious illness. 
Serendipathy isn’t as pleasant 
as serendipity, but healthwise, 
it can be even more rewarding. 
You go to the doctor to take 
off a simple wart. It’s early 
cancer. Serendipathy. 


You go fora checkup be- 
cause you've been having “a 
lot of gas and acid lately”. It’s 
due to a gall bladder full of 
stones. Serendipathy. 

You've been having a numb- 
ness in your legs you can’t un- 
derstand. It’s pernicious ane- 
mia. Serendipathy. 


And so on and on. I could 
give you scores of other exam- 
ples in which apparently inno- 
cuous symptoms were due to 
unexpected serious pathology. 


A BRIGHTER SIDE 
But there’s another, more

Whether the verdict is ser- 
endipathy-pos. or serendipathy 
neg. I hope you can understand 
why it’s so important to have 
periodic physical examination. 
Bither way, serendipathy is in- 
valuable in promoting health 
and life. In the one instance, 
finding serious unexpected ill- 
ness early is actually life-sav- 
ing. 
In the other, finding no heart 
disease, or cancer or anything 
else when you were sure you 
were seriously ill, is the most 
satisfying of all surprises. 
Serendipity often evades us. 


But serendipathy is always at 
hand for the asking.

BELL’S PALSY 
OFTEN CURED 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
husband, who is only 28, woke 
up about 10 days ago with a 
pain in the right side of his 
face. Within a few days, his 
mouth began to droop on that 

) side and he could not close 
his right eye completely. 

He also drooled from his 
mouth on the right side. He 
can’t wrinkle his forehead on 
his right side, either. 

The doctor says he has 
Bell’s palsy; says all the par- 
alysis may not go away. 

My husband is pretty much 
downcast about this, as he is 
a salesman and depends upon 
his appearance for success in 
business. Isn’t there some- 
thing special to do to cure this 
paralysis?-Mrs. V. 

Comment: You may be in- 
terested to know that the clin- 
ical condition you describe was 
first reported in 1829 by an 
English physician after whom 
it has been named: :Sir Char- 
les Bell. 

With ordinary medical man- 
agement about four or five 
patients with Bell’s recover. 
Doctors have their own fav- 
ourite remedies, but most in- 
clude physiotherapy  (dia- 
thermy, massage, etc.) vitamin 
B in fairly large doses, and the 
use of cortisone-like products, 
PRESSURE ON NERVE 
MAY BE CAUSE 

Sometimes the actual cause 
of the attack is reaction of the 
facial nerve to direct injury 
or to a growth pressing on the 
nerves. But in most cases the

cause is unknown (although 
some still say exposure to a 
draft is common). These cases 
without known cause are call- 
ed idiopathic Bell’s palsy. 

I believe any severe case 
should be seen in early consul- 
tation with a neurologist and 
ear specialist, as well as by the 
family physician. There are 
special electrical tests to deter- 
mine how badly the facial 
nerve is injured. 

According to some recent 
reports, it is important to also 
consider surgery if electrical 
and other tests show that the 
nerve is getting worse instead 
of better. 

And the time for interven- 
tion is within the first couple 
of weeks or months, rather 
than put it off for many 
months, when recovery is less 
likely because degeneration 
of the nerve fibers has pro- 
gressed too far. 

The purpose of the opera- 
tion is to free the pressure a- 
round the swollen facial nerve, 
thereby preventing prolonged 
injury to it. 

I can’t repeat this too often 
that there’s a tendency to wait 
too long in some cases; and 
being satisfied that vitamin-B- 
one injections or some other 
unproved method of treatment 
(and hoping for the best) is all 
that is necessary. 

The worried patient who 
looks in the mirror and won- 
ders if his paralysis will be 
permanent should not be sat- 


isfied just to wait and hope for 
the best.

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Chiefly on toning prints 


A number of questions have 
come up during the past month 
so we will start answering them 
in this issue. 

First, we have been asked 
just what is meant by toning 
the print, and how it is done. 
Toning a print is simply chang- 
ing the blacks and greys of the 
print into another colour by 
chemical means. Sepia was the 
accepted colour for high class 
portraits, architectural sub- 
jects, and quite often for land- 
scapes, a few years ago, and is 
still popular in Canada, but 
more popular in England and 
on the Continent. Green was 
used for landscapes, and blue 
for seascapes and simulated 
moon light scenes. 

We have two methods a- 
vailable for sepia toning; the 
“Hypo-Alum” bath, and the 
“Sulphide _Re-development” 
bath. The Hypo-Alum method 
is, perhaps the simpler of the 
two, as it is a.single operation. 
The bath is made up to this for- 
mula: Hot water 16 ozs, sodium 
thiosulphate (commonly cal- 
led “hypo’’) 4 ozs. Dissolve, 
and set aside. Take hot wa- 
ter, 50zs., and Potassium Alum 
1 oz. When dissolved, add to 
the hypo solution. Now pour 
into a developing tray, pre- 
ferably enamelled iron, and 
heat to 100 deg. F. Gather up 
some old spoiled prints and 
put into the warm bath, and 
increase the temperature to 
around 125 deg. maintaining 
this for ten to fifteen minutes. 
Using the old prints saves the 
use of Silver Nitrate for 
“ripening” or “curing” the so- 
lution. Plastic trays should be 
heated in a water bath, never 
on a heating element directly, 
as the plastic would warp, or 
melt, or be damaged in some 
other way, depending on the 
type of material used. 

To tone the print, place it 
in the bath, and bring the tem- 
perature up to 110 deg. F or 
115 deg., but do not allow it 
to go beyond 120 deg. The 
temperature is kept up during 
the entire toning period, which 
may be from ten to fifteen min- 
utes. The prints for toning, 
by the way, should have been 
slightly darker than normal 
because a certain amount of 
reduction takes place during 
toning. 

When the desired degree of 
brown is reached, or when fur- 
ther toning causes no deepen- 
ing of colour, the prints are 
removed from the toning bath, 
and placed in a tray of water 
around 85 deg. to 90 deg, wip- 
ed down with a piece of 
sponge, or a swab of cotton to 
remove any sediment on the 
surface, and left in the tray 
until the water has cooled to 
room temperature, They can 
then be safely transferred to 
the wash water and washed and 
dried in the usual way: If they 
are taken directly from the hot 
bath, and put into the cold tap 
water, the sudden change is 
very likely to cause frilling or 
reticulation, 

In the “Sulphide Re-develop- 
ment” method, two solutions 
are required; a bleach, and a 
re-developer. The bleach is 
made up in a stock solution, 
using Potassium Ferricyanide 
275 grains, Potassium Bromide 
275 grains, dissolved in 16 ozs 
warm water; about 120 deg. 
Label this lad “A”, In 8 ozs, 
luke warm water, dissolve 34 
0z, Sodium Sulphide. 

This should be labelled “B”, 
although in a Toronto Engra- 
ving lab in which I once work- 
ed, it was very appropriately 
labelled ‘“‘Stinko.” (In the in- 
terests of domestic harmony, 
and perhaps for my safety, this 


would better be used in the 
pack porch or even out in the 
back yard!) 

As in the case of the “Hypo- 
Alum” method, the print 
should be a little darker than 
the finished print is to be, it 
should be developed out fully, 
but not “forced” and, of 
course, thoroughly washed 
free from the fixing chemicals. 
Take equal parts of the “A” 
bleach and water at 68 deg. 
and immerse the print until 
the image is as _ nearly 
bleached out as it will go, only 
a faint yellowish trace left. 
This will probably take two to 
three minutes. 


While the print is bleaching 
give it an occasional rock, and 
prepare the re-developer by 
taking 1 part of soln. “B” and 
8 parts of water. Take the 
print from the bleaching bath, 
and thoroughly rinse but do 
not wash it, to remove the sur- 
face chemicals. Place it in the 
sulphiding bath for from 30 to 
60 seconds — no longer 
and do not handle it more than 
is absolutely necessary. The 
emulsion is very soft at this 
stage and can be very easily 
damaged. It should receive a 
quick rinse in cold water, then 
preferably put into a hardening 
bath for five minutes. 

A good formula for the har- 
dener is 10 ozs warm water, in 
which dissolve 1 oz. Sodium

Sulphite, then add 3 ozs. 287% 
acetic acid, and finally dissolve 
1 oz. Potassium Alum, and 
make up to 16 fl. ozs. 

For the print hardening bath, 
take 1 oz. of the hardening so- 
lution, and 12 ozs, water. This 
bath can be omitted, but, if it 
is, there is a very real risk of 
blistering and frilling of the 
emulsion. 

The formula given for the 
hardener is the same recom- 
mended by film manufacturers 
for the hardening-fixing baths 
for their films, and can be pur- 
chased ready made. I believe 
that Kodak market it under 
the name “Kodak Liquid Hard- 
ener.” 

Take particular notice that 
we have mentioned two chemi- 
cals with very similar names. 
These are Sodium SulphITH, 
and Sodium SulphIDE, two 
very different chemicals, and 
care should be exercised to 
make sure you are using the 
correct one as called for in 
the formula being made up.

Ottawa (CP) Finance Minis- 
ter Sharp declares he will not 
hesitate to introduce a “baby 
budget” later in the year if the 
economic boom shows symp- 
toms of becoming a bust. He 
says his Tuesday night budget 
was aimed at placing a moder- 
ate amount of restraint on the 
economic expansion and thus 
curb inflationary pressures. 

The Finance Minister re- 
versed the course of the former 
Liberal Finance Minister, Wal- 
ter Gordon. But he did it so 
nicely that Mr. Gordon blushed 
at the compliments. 

However, the opposition 
spared no blushes. They con- 
sidered the budget a do-noth- 
ing effort that didn’t help the 
taxpayer now -fighting boun- 
cing living costs. 

The budget increased the 
personal income tax levy on 
six out of ten taxpayers. The 
finance minister explained 
that the budget was designed 
to press on the brake, but 
not stop the economic boom. 

Other budget highlights in- 

cluded a refundable tax of 
five per cent on corporation 
cash profits over 30 thousand 
dollars. The finance minister 
also presented other benefits 
for business firms that put off 
capital investments and thus 
help to continue the boom. 
* Personal income taxes were 
lowered slightly for the 40 per 
cent of taxpayers in the bottom 
income brackets. They pay 
12 per cent of the total income 
tax. 

As an example, a married 
man with two children who 
gets four thousand dollars a 
year will pay 97 dollars this 
year instead of 100. 

However, the other 60 per- 
cent of the taxpayers are le- 
vied increases that will nearly 
eliminate the tax cut of last 
July Ist introduced by Mr. 
Gordon. The former Minister 
had made the cuts as an impe- 
tus to the economy.

COUNTY PUBLIC LIBRARY SYSTEM 
PREFERABLE TO CO-OP: SP 


Six Out Of Ten To Pay More Taxes

Members of area Library 
boards and librarians last 
night were urged to take steps 
to change the Victoria County 
Library Co-operative to a 
county public library. 

Director of the London pub- 

lic libraries and Lake Erie re- 
gional co-operatives, C. Deane 
Kent, told the annual meeting 
of the Victoria County Library 
Co-operative last night it 
would be to the advantage of 
municipal libraries in the area 
to unite into one county public 
library, because there would 
be more money available for 
books and any person in the 
area would be able to get al- 
most any book he wanted, 
rather than having the limited 
choice of the small municipal 
library. Tit 
Mr. Kent pointed out that 
county public libraries receiy- 
ed a part of the county assess- 
ment rather than “hit-and-miss 
grants’. He said this would al- 
low the library to stock more 
book sand provide free service 
to all the people in the coun- 
try. He said there would also 
be larger provincial grants for 
a larger library and the grants 
would pay up to 40 per cent 
of the library’s operational 
costs. 
Mr. Kent used Middlesex 
County ,where the first county 
public library was formed in 
Ontario as an example. He 
said the library receives one 
mill of the county assessment, 
about $15,000 a year. This al- 
lows it to stock a much larger 
number of books than any 
small library could and the 
books are available to any of 
its 23 branches. 

Mr. Kent said the dozen 
small libraries of the 15-year- 
old Victoria County Library 
Co-operative should form a 
county public library to give 
people throughout the county 
the advantages of a large lib- 
rary from which to choose. 

CENTRAL ORDERING 
Mr. Kent said the advantages 
with the most immediate value 
to the local libraries was the 
central ordering and catologu- 
ing of books. Instead of each 
librarian ordering a title, pay- 
ing postage and catologuing, 
one centre would look after 
the entire process for all the 
libraries with a resultant over- 
all saving of time and money 
he said.

From Monday, April 4, 1966, men 
and boys in Lindsay, face yet another 
rise in the cost of haircutting.

When I look over the Job of organ- 
izing Canada’s biggest celebration in 
history I ran into a number of pessi- 
mists, even a few cynics. 

This is the sort of line they gave me: 
“Canadians aren't noisy patriots, You'll 
have a tough job stirring up much flag 
waving for 1967.” 

Well, some of their facts were cor- 
rect but the spirit in which those few 
pessimists presented their views to me 
was not what I accept as Canadian. I 
have travelled long and far enough in 
this country to know that Canadians 
really have strong positive feelings a- 
bout their country. 

I could agree with some of the state- 
ments by my pessimistic friends if they 
were in a different context. Canad- 
jans are not given to wild demonstra- 
tions of patriotism in their own coun- 
try. Such things can embarrass us. 
I believe our kind of nationalism is 
more thoughtful than emotional and 
that is why I believe so fervently that 
our Centennial will be a successful and 
meaningful event in our history. 

Yes we may have difficulty at times 
in deciding what we are, what we are 
for and what we are against in the 
world. But we know what home is and 
though we may be embarrassed fo ex- 
press it, we love our land. Perhaps I 
discovered this through travel abroad

when I met Canadians far from home. 
When we are world travelling we are 
more apt to open up and reveal to oth- 
ér people our inner thoughts about our 
country. One particular instance 
comes to my mind. I was breakfast- 
ing at a small hotel in London, England, 
a few years ago and became engaged 
in conversation with a young man a- 
cross the table from me. He was a 
Canadian working In an airline office 
in London. With no prodding from me 
he poured out all his thoughts about 
home and about Canada. 

“I'm not a nationalist.” he sald. “In 
fact I'm against nationalism. It causes 
a lot of trouble in the world. That's 
why I like my country. We're not ag- 
gressive nationalists. But really, mis- 
ter,” he said, “it's hard to deseribe my 
feelings about my country.” He 
thought his feeling for his homeland 
was not just the house he was born in 
hack in Ontario, nor was {t necessarily 
his home town. Tt was the lake coun- 
try where he used to go on canoe trips 
in the summer, the big rushing rivers 
and the roads that go forever. 

“T always felt if I couldn’t find a fob 
in Canada T could always go to the 
north country and tran and hunt — 
something one couldn’t do over here — 
and at least made a living.” he said, 
He admitted it was fust “fancy of 
the mind” — probably he’d starve—but 
Canada alwavs gave him a feeling of 
Fecuritv. he said. “I always felt that 
that Rockies or the Gaspé wilderness- 
ef were mine, even though T didn’t go 
there every weekend. (I only saw the 
Roekies once.)” 

The young men went on, exposing 
his mind and being very sentimental 
and patriotic. I thought to myself 
he probably would be far too inhibited 
and embarrassed to talk like that back 
home. 

From now to 1967 Canadians, as in- 
dividuals and in groups, large and 
small. are finding ways to express their 
true feelings about Canada. I'll tell 
you more about these in future reports.

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Flying Saucers Seen Over Lindsay 


Have visitors from outer 
space been in the Lindsay 
area? Can the modern “flying 
saucer’ myth be real? Some 
people today are asking these 
questions after a Lindsay area 
man told of a mysterious ob- 
ject he saw in the sky early 
Tuesday. 

A yeteran soldier who sery- 
ed with the Royal Army Ser- 
vice Corps in France and Ger- 
many during the second world 
war, who later served with the 
British Merchant Marine, Ar- 
thur Markham of RR1 Lindsay 
claims he saw a “flying saucer” 
in the skies above Lindsay this 
morning. 

Mr. Markham said he woke 
up about 4:45 A.M. this morn- 
ing, not because he was startl- 
ed, but he just naturally awak- 
ened. He said he saw an orange 
flashing light reflecting on the 
ceiling of his bedroom. 

Because of his experience 
with motor-vehicle lights re- 
flecting when he was in the 
sepvice corps, Mr. Markham 
said he assumed he was seeing- 
the reflection of automobile 
lights from the highway 
nearby. He went over to his 
bedroom window and looked 
out. Mr. Markham said the 
weather was clear; there were 
many stars in the sky but he 
saw something else, Something 
he said he had never seen be- 
fore. 


“Some distance away I saw 
orange squares in saucer for- 
mation. It appeared to he 
the starboard quarter-line of 
some huge circular object, fly- 
ing very high at about 500 
knots, course, _—_ generally 
south,’ Mr. Markham told 
“The Post” today. “It was the 
biggest thing I’ve ever seen,” 
he added. 


Mr. Markham said he could 
see the lights of the object 
very clearly, and from the 
angled of the half-circle of 
square lights he saw, which he 
described as 20 or 30 square 
port-holes, he said the object 
was probably grey, making the 
lights appear not to be attached 
to anything. The object was 
obviously saucer-shaped Mr. 
Markham said. 


Everybody sees a few spots 
now and then and strange ob- 
jects in the sky usually turn 
out to be aircraft, he said. 
This was not an aeroplane, or 
any other aircraft that he knew 
of and it certainly was not a 
star, Mr, Markham said. “This 
thing was much too big. It 
just sailed across the sky at a 
steady pace and at a high alti- 
tude”. He said it made no 
noise and there were no jet 
streams of vapour trails be- 
hind it. He said he watched 
it for a full five minutes un- 
Ul it finally disappeared in the 
distance. 

Mr. Markham is not the only 
person who has reported see- 


| 


ing strange objects in the sky. 
“The Post” knows of other 
people in the area, who have 
reported either seeing strange 
objects in the sky or heariag 
strange sounds. 

An Ingoldsby resident re- 
ported that a year ago she 
heard strange sounds every 
night at about the same time 
for two weeks. The resident, 
Mrs. Jean Nelson, said one 
night she saw a huge, blue- 
green ball travelling across 
the sky. She said it was emit- 
ting sounds and did not appear 
to be at a great height. She 
said the object, which had a 
fluorescent appearance, was 
travelling from north to south 
and she watched it for about 
five minutes. 

Another Ingoldsby resident, 
Mrs. James Harrison, said she 
had heard a “whirring” sound 
about the same time but saw 
nothing unusual. 

The head of the department 
|of astronomy at Laurentian 
Unversity in Toronto says un- 
identified flying objects are 
nothing new. 

Dr. Roger Leclair says such 
sightings have been reported 
for hundreds of years. Back 
jin the 17th century, he says, 
Jesuit Priests in France report- 
ed seeing strange, luminous 
moving objects in the sky. He 
says he belleves the UFO’s are 
caused by reflected light dur- 
ing periods of unique atmo- 
spheric conditions. 

Last night, three Metropoli- 
tan Toronto Police Officers 
said they watched an uniden- 
tified object with flashing 
lights for an hour in the sky 
southwest of Toronto Interna- 
tional Airport. Patrol Ser- 
geant John Cubitt and Con- 
stables Russell Moddy and 
Paul Mullen said the lights 
changed from white to red, 
/blue, yellow and green. 

There were other reports 
of UFO sightings last night 
over an area stretching from 
Sarnia to Kintore, northwest of 
Woodstock.

In The Dominican Republic 


(CP)—The National Convention of the 
Republic's revolutionary party is being 
held April 9th. The outcome may make 
former President Juan Bosch the man 
to beat in the upcoming Presidential 
elections In June. 

The big question is whether the 
party will enter the elections at all, 
and if it enters, whether Bosch will ac- 
cept thelr nomination. 

There has been speculation the party 
may decide against running if they feel 
present conditions in the Dominican 
Republic are too unstable, But observ- 
ers believe terrorism and political viol- 
ence are diminishing. And Bosch him- 
self has said publically that conditions 
are changing. 

If the party abstains, there may be 
serious doubts about the validity of the 
election. The party received 60 per 
cent of the vote in the 1962 elections. 

Bosch has told newsmen privately 
that he will not be a candidate in the el- 
ections. But if the revolutionary party 
decides to run, he is almost certain to 
be their candidate. 

Bosch’s main opposition comes from 
the revolutionary Social Christian 


Party—the other major moderately 
left-wing party. If Bosch and his 
party refuse to run, political differences 
may be aggravated with the opposition 
breaking up into splinter groups. 

Observers believe the Social Christ- 
jans already are cutting into the rev- 
olutionary party following. 

The other battle to watch is that 
building up between the two Conserva- 
tive vote-getters, Rafael Bonnelly and 
Joaquin Balaguer. 

Bonnelly is reported gaining 
strength over Balaguer—a long time 
servant of slain dictator Rafael Tru- 
jillo. The two men are considered ir- 
reconciliable rivals since two of Bon- 
nelly’s aides helped overthrow Trujil- 
lo. Provisional President Hector Gar- 
cla-Godoy says the elections will be 
held in any case and the U-S has prom- 
{sed it will support whoever wins.

The French Fact 


Some interesting news items relat- 
ing to the French fact came up over 
the weekend. A University of Toronto 
professor said the French language 
has survived in North America only 
becanse Canada has survived, and said 
the professor, if Quebec becomes 2 
Separate and autonomous entity, Can- 
ada will be wrecked and the French 
language will disappear from the con- 
tinent. 


Professor Donald G. Creighton said 
this weekend in Toronto that there is 
no evidence the French-speaking del- 
egates at Canada’s Confederation con- 
ferences were dissatisfied, yet, he said, 
Quebec’s separatists are claiming there 
was a moral commitment to more 
widespread use of French. 


The formation of a new provincial 
party to campaign for the “sovereign- 
ity” of Quebec in the next provincial 
election has been announced in Que- 
bec City. The founders of the yet un- 
named party are elements of the Que- 
bee wing of Le Ralliement des Cedit- 
istes and the Separatist Regroupement 
Nationale. The party is to seek what 
it describes as “an associate state” 
status for Quebec, under which the 
province would issue its own currency 
through a Bank of Quebec, and ‘abso- 
lute control of its immigration, resour- 


ces, imports and exports and external 
affairs. 


At the same time the call is for all 
Civil Servants in Canada to be bilingual 
whether or not such a requirement is 
necessary for them to carry out their 
jobs. 

The passports being distributed by 
Expo 67 are another example of Eng- 
lish being relegated to second place, 
and an interesting advertisement in- 
serted in newspapers by the Canadian 
Corporation for the 1967 World Exhi- 
bition invites tenders to lease the fol- 
lowing restaurant concessions: In 
“Le Village” - La Ronde; Le Discoth- 
eque, Boites a Chansons, Chez Rose 
Latulipe. In Pioneer Land - La Ronde; 
the Golden Garter Saloon. How the 
last one crept in we don’t know ! 


And a final news item - the staff of 
the Royal Commission on Bilingualism 
and Biculturism has grown to 225 and 
members include 35 who receive more 
than ten thousand dollars a year. 
Fifteen of these are part-time em- 
ployees. 

A House of Commons return says 
the Commission had 130 full-time and 
32 part-time employees as of January 
1. The inquiry is the costliest on record 
with expenditures totalling more than 
three and a half-million dollars at De- 
cember 31st.

Item: Speaker blames Adults 
for Teenagers problems 


News 


Please! No pickets. 
Please! No phone calls. 
Please! No nasty letters. 


Just in case you are an adult 
— just in case you saw the 
headlines on Wednesday's 
‘Post’? — just in case you are 
in the process of preparing a 
patch of tar and feathers — 
let me explain! 

Oh! It’s not that T didn’t say 
what the newspaper reported. 
It’s just that I also said some 
other things that should be 
mentioned in addition to the 
ones that the reporter wrote. 

The first reaction that I had 
to the headlines on Wednes- 
day’s paper came from a stu- 
dent at LCVI. He had been 
very busy on Thursday after- 
noon making a nasty nuisance 
of himself. When I hauled him 
aside to say some strong words 
to him about his conduct he 
replied very sweetly:, “But it 
isn’t my fault, sir. You must 
blame my mother and father 
for my awful conduct here in 
class today. You said so your- 
self in your speech yesterday.” 

I suppose the moral to this 
story is that things which work 
out well in theory often have 
a much different result in fact. 


YOUTH WORKERS LEAD 
A LONELY LIFE 
The main idea of the address 
given to Kiwanis Club of Lind- 
say was that people who spe- 
cialize in youth work often find 


themselves in a very lonely Bea 


sition. They lead something 
of a double life as they try to 
keep peace with the adults in 
the community and at the 
same time try to keep the trust 
and confidence of the young 
people. 

One of the examples given 
was an incident at the Camel’s 
Eye, a young people’s coffee 


club that operated under the} 


auspices of St. John’s Angli- 
can Church in Toronto. 

A rather inebriated boy of 
about seventeen tried to gain 
entry to the club one night and 
then passed out in my arms as 
I attempted to talk him into 
leaving. The first reaction of 
some of the adults from the 
church was to call the police 
and have the boy arrested. 1 
said, “No. Leave him to me.” 


Much to the surprise of the 


three friends who came with 


him, I carried the boy’s limp 


form up the stairs to one of the 
meeting rooms in the parish 
house and placed ‘him on a 
couch. One of the girls from 


the club gave him several cups 
of hot, black coffee and even- 


tually we managed to bring 
him back to his senses. The 
boy and I had quite a talk and 


he was in tears before he left 


to go home. 
My young friend returned 


to the club a week or two later 
and eventually became one of 


jts strongest supporters. His 
three buddies also joined. 


This incident is indicative of 


the kind of things that a youth 


worker must do no matter whe- 


ther it be in a Christian or se- 
cular situation. He must often 


take chancest that may hurt his 
and 


career, his reputation, 
even his own well-being, Or- 
ganizations like the Salvation 
Army and Alcoholics Anony- 
mous have continually shown 
the world that personal con- 
cern for the individual leads to 
quicker and surer rehabilita- 
tion than rejecting him. 


DISCIPLINE BEGINS 
AT HOME 
The real reason for my mak- 
ing the statement that parents 
{ 


are often to blame for the prob- 
lems of their children is that 
adults continually shirk their 
responsibilities. So often I have 
found that parents wiill pro- 
claim to the world that they 
cannot control their children 
— yet they expect the school, 
the church, or society to do 
the controlling for them. Good 
discipline begins in the home. 

So many teenagers who 
manage to get into trouble with 
the law are boys and girls who 
come from unhappy home sit- 
uations. How can we expect 
a boy or girl to grow up res- 
pecting the community in 
which he or she lives if the par- 
ents drink heavily, fight all 
the time, and give no real 
leadership or understanding? 
Any boy or girl who becomes a 
useful, happy, law-abiding citi- 
zen, after living in an unhappy 
family situation, deserves a 
medal. 

We so often judge teenagers 
by their attitudes and actions 
in public. Yet we do not know 
what their homes are like. We 
do not know whether they 
have been given love and care 
and understanding. Perhaps 
the big, tough front that they 
put up on the outside is just a 
cover for fear and lonliness on 
the inside. 

YOUTH WORKERS 
ARE HARD TO FIND 

The best example of the fact 
that teenagers are not easy to 
get along with is the shortage 
of people who will volunteer as 
counsellors or advisors for 
youth groups. Ask any clergy- 
man if he finds it easy to obtain 
youth workers. He will tell 
you no. The YMCA, Scout- 
ing, Guiding, and all other 
youth organizations will tell 
you the same thing. Is this not 
a discredit to adults more than 
to young people. It would al- 
Most appear as we think we 
have produced a race of mon- 
| sters. 


Well, I really belive the situ- 
ation is not as bad as it so often 
appears. Teenagers have their 
particular problems and they 
have their own ways of solving 
them. Adults have their own 
problems and they too must 
deal with them as they see fit. 
When I am counselling young 
people I try to make them look 
at the situation from an adult 
point of view. On the other 
hand whenI am talking to 
parents, I try to help them to 
see the problem through a 
teenager’s eyes. It is not always 
easy, but it seems to be the only 
way. 

FAMILIES NOT TOGETHER 
OFTEN 

Mothers and fathers have 
less and less time for their 
children. Children have more 
and more activities to keep 
them occupied. As a result fa- 
milies are not together very 
often any more, Everyone 
seems to be going in a differ- 
ent direction. Perhaps this is 
why there is so little under- 
standing and fellowship be- 
tween the adult and teenage 
community, 

And so, parents, please put 
down that gun you were get- 
ting ready to shoot me with. I 
hope that I have been able to 
explain my position a little 
more fully here to the satisfac- 
tion of all who might have been 
irritated, After all, I am an 
adult too! There are many oc- 
casion when I could cheerfully 
thump the nearest teenager. It 
is at such a time that a big, 
gangly, gawky, homely kid will 
approach me during the P.T. 
class) with a sad look on his 
face and proclaim, “Sir, I have 


just hurt myself.” 


All I can do is swallow the 
jump in my throat, put my arm 
around him, rub his wounds 
with linament — and thank 
God for wonderful teenagers.

New policy designed to bring 
Stability to Dairy Industry 


The federal government 
plans to embark on a dairy 
policy commencing April 1, 
designed to bring economic 
stability to the dairy industry 
and to ensure adequate do- 
mestic sources of dairy pro- 
ducts for Canadian consum- 
ers. 

Agriculture Minister J. J. 
Greene announced this week 
a new policy intended to raise 
producers’ incomes, stabilize 
the dairy industry and pre- 
vent uncontrollable consumer 
price increases caused by 
shortages. 


Mr. Greene said he was dis- 
turbed at the rate at which 
farmers have been moving out 
of the dairying industry. 
Some, he said, have switched 
to other kinds of farming, 
such as paising beef and hogs, 
because these offer a better 
living. But far more disturb- 
ing, he said, was the numbe) 
moving out of farming alto- 
gether and going into industry 
and other urban occupations 
because they can’t make a liy- 
ing on their dairy farms any 
more. 


Mr. Greene said during the 
dairy year now ending, gov- 
ernment policy was to ensure 
producers, through a combin- 
ation of supplementary and 
deficiency payments, a nation- 
al average price of $3.50 per 
hundred pounds of manufac- 
turing milk. While this repre- 
sented a significant improve- 
ment in the producers’ posi- 
tion over previous years, when 
prices averaged less than 
$3.00, production has not kept 
pace with population growth 
and demand. 

Because the outlook for the 
new dairy year is for continu- 
ed deterioration in the econ- 
omic position of the dairy 
farmer unless government ac- 
tion is taken, the following 
major changes in the govern- 
ment’s support programme 
for the new dairy year will be 
made, said the agriculture 
minister. 

The support level will pro- 
vide for an average net re- 
turn of four dollars per hun- 
dred pounds of manufactur- 
ing milk testing 3.5 per cent 
butterfat content, basis f.0.b. 
the factory. 

The support level will be 
achieved by direct monthly or 
quarterly payments to produ- 
cers from the federal govern- 
ment. 

The federal payments will 
be made on a portion of sur- 
plus fluid milk. 

NEW POLICY 

The Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion Board will provide details 


on the application of the new! 


ies of producers. 

The policy will apply, 
general as follows: 

For producers of manufac- 
turing milk, the board will 
take measures designed to 
permit processors to pay a 
price of $3.25 per hundred 
pounds for 3.5 per cent manu- 
facturing milk. Direct pay- 
ments to producers from the 
board of 85 cents, minus a 10-| 
cent export assistance levy, 
will be used to bring produ- 
cers’ average net returns up 
to the four-dollar level. 


For cream shippers, the 
board’s offer - to - purchase 
price for butter will be raised 
to 59 cents a pound, an in- 
crease of four cents a pound 
The cream shipper, therefore, 
should receive from the mar- 
ket for his butterfat, the equi- 
valent of 59 cents per pound 
for butter. To this will be add- 
ed a direct federal payment 
of the equivalent, on a but- 
terfat basis, of 85 cents per 
hundred pounds, less the 10- 
cent export assistance levy. 

For fluid milk shippers, the 
board will make direct pay- 
ments of 85 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, minus the 10- 
cent export levy, for deliver- 
ies surplus to 120 per cent of 
deliveries sold for the fluid 
milk price.

The direct payments will be 
made to milk shippers each 
month and to cream shippers 
each quarter. 


Agriculture Minister Greene 
said it was still the intention 
of the government to intro- 
duce at this session, legisla- 
tion for the establishment of 
a Canadian Dairy Commis- 
sion. One o fthe functions to 
be proposed for the commis- 
sion, One of the functions to 
sion on its establishment, he 
said, was provision of export 
assistance on dairy products. 
He said to support this acti- 
vity, a levy would be made 
against all milk and cream 
supported under this pro- 
gramme to finance the move- 
ment into export markets of 
dairy products surplus to do- 
mestic requirements, 


Until the commission is 
established, Mr. Greene said, 
the board will be authorized 
to operate the export pro- 
gramme and deduct the ex- 
port assistance levy at a rate 
of 10 cents per hundred 
pounds of 3.5 percent milk.

The Chemong Construction 
Company of Peterboro were 
awarded the contract for con- 
struction of a bed patient wing 
at the Home for the Aged by 
Victoria County Council Fri- 
day afternoon, at a contract 
price of $592,144. 

Mr, Barnett of Barnett and 
Rieder, architects, said he was 
very pleased with the four 


| bids for the contract. He not- 


ed that the variation of the 
four bids fell within 10 per- 
cent of the contract price, and 
the successful bid was $7,000 
less than the cost estimated 
by his company on August 20, 
1965. He said he had receiy- 
ed word from Mr, Drew of the 
Department of Welfare ex- 
pressing satisfaction with the 
contract price. 

Victoria County Home for 
the Aged management com- 
mittee at a meeting Wednes- 
day recommended that the 
Chemong Construction bid be 
accepted. At that time it was 
pointed out that an additional 
$40,000 for furnishings and 
$36,000 for architect fees and 
supervision would bring the 
completed cost of the addition 
to the $666,000 area, and 
$691,000 had been approved 
by the Department of Welfare 
for subsidy. 


Mr. Barnett told council 
members his company has 
supervised recent contracts 
performed by Chemong Con- 
struction and found the firm 
reliable. He said a small con-

PETIT MAL EPILEPSY 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn. We 
are distracted. Have just been 
told that our 6-year-old son has 
petit mal epilepsy. Our 
friends have said that the 
great danger is that it will 
cause permanent damage to 
his brain and mental retarda- 
tion. 

Our doctor, who is right on 
the ball diagnostically, has 
said that it isn’t true that there 
will be brain damage. For his 
own peace of mind-and mostly 
ours--he is getting up a consul- 
tation with one of the best neu- 
rologists in the Boston area. 
What do you think?-Mrs. V. 

Comment: An BEG (electro- 
encephalogram) is as neces- 
sary in this type of problem as 
is an BCG (electrocardiogram) 
in studying the heart comple- 
tely. And a good neurologist 
is the one to do it, in addition 
to making his physical and lab- 
oratory studies of the patient.

You recall that some part of 
my time is spent in beating 
down the well-meant but pre- 
posterous assertions an dback- 
fence diagnosis and treatment- 
projects of neighbours.

They mean to help, but, in 
the process of monkeying with 
the next fellow’s body, mind 
and life, they often scare the 
devil out of ‘him. It’s diffi- 
cult enough to bear the doc- 
tor’s diagnosis without carry- 
ing around the excessive bur- 
den of the weighty misinforma- 
tion of friends. 

According to many studies 
by experts in the field of epi- 
lepsy, you haven’t as much to 
worry about as you think. J 
have been reading a paper in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association by Samuel 
Livingstone, M.D.; and associ- 
ates of the epilepsy clinic of 
Johns Hopkins Hospital of Bal- 
timore, 

They reviewed the histories 
and findings of 15,102 patients 
(seen in that clinic between 
1986 and 1964, They came up 
with some interesting conclu- 
sions. 

First, all epilpetic seizures 
of brief duration are not petit 
mal. It is important to make 
fhe distinction, because treat- 
ment differs. They also came 
to the conclusion that petit mal 
is primarily a disorder of 


childhood and seldom con-

tinues into adulthood. Of the 
15,102 epileptics only 364, (2.3 
per cent) had true petit mal 
epilepsy. 

MENTALITY NOT 
AFFECTED 

In reply to your anxiety 
about mental retardation as 
a complication, it is interesting 
to quote from a paper of Dr. 
Livingston’s, written in 1954: 
“Petit mal spells occur mainly 
in children with high or at 
least average intelligence--the 
mentality is usually not adver- 
sely affected by such spells’. 
The relatively low incidence 
of mental retardation occur- 
ring in association with petit 
mal epilepsy was also reported 
by others. 

The question is offen asked: 
Is it probable that patients 
with petit mal epliepsy will de- 
velop major seizures (convul- 
sions, etc.) later on in life? 
Some patients, especially those 
not treated satisfactorily, may 
develop grand mal convulsions 
around puberty. But in many 
cases these can be prevented 
by patients receiving a combin- 
ation of drugs which act speci- 
fically. It is also heartening 
to know that with the onset of 
adolescence, petit mal attacks 
often disappear spontaneously. 

The best outlook is for 
those patients who put them- 
selves in the care of a good 
family doctor and neurologist, 
and follow medical advice con- 
sistently. Such. people can
